(Introduction and statement by Col Gen 1. Repin, member of military council, 
chief of political directorate of Order of Lenin Leningrad Military District 
during visit by traveling editors of ZNAMENOSETS to district: "Firm Discipline 
is the Foundation of High Combat Readiness: Heed the Motherland's Order With 
Your Heart"; passages enclosed in slantlines printed in boldface] 


[Text] A district rally of small subunit commanders and 
first sergeants was held under that motto in the Order of 
Lenin Leningrad Military District. The rally was opened by 
CPSU CC Candidate Member Arm Gen Mikhail Ivanovich Sorokin. 


The conference room contained the best warranf officers and 
NCO's of units and combined units; those who headed the com- 
petition for a further increase in combat readiness and firm 
military order in the year of the 26th CPSU Congress and 
achieved fulfillment of their pledges. 


Col Gen Ivan Petrovich Repin, member of military council, 
chief of political directorate of the Order of Lenin Lenin- 
grad Military District, gave a briefing entitled "On Further 
Strengthening of Military Discipline and Elevation of Its 
Role in Maintaining High Troop Combat Readiness in Light of 
Demands of the 26th CPSU Congress, the USSR Minister of 
Defense and Chief of the Main Political Directorate of the 
Soviet Army and Navy.” 


Speakers at the rally included HSU Col A. Stepanov, platoon 
commander Sr WO J. Boyarshinov, deputy district military 
procurator Col Justice A. Shitikov, squad commander Sgt O. 
Mikhaylov, company first sergeant Sr WO B. Artamonov, radio 
station chief Sgt i. Androsov, tank company commander Sr Lt 
V. Shkarupin, squad commander Jr Sgt A. Tsarev, deputy pla- 
toon commander Sgt Ye. Filatov, platoon commander WO V. 
Savel'yev and battalion Komsomol bureau secretary Sgt V. 
Kolchanov. They exchanged experience in the work of indoc- 
trinating subordinates in a spirit of unquestioning obedience, 








high execution, regulation relationships, friendship, troop 
comradeship and observance of the norms of communist morality 
and ethics. 


Warrant officers and NCO's also attended demonstration 
classes in guard service, drill training, tactical weapon 
training as well as on imposing regulation order in the com- 
pany. 


Arm Gen M. Sorokin gave a spee.h at the rally. An order ot 
the district commander commending rally participants--the 
best warrant officers and NCO's--was read in conclusion. 


Materials of the rally are being published in this issue of 
the journa! on pages 4-15, 18 and 19. 


After describing the present international situation the briefer dwelled in 
detail on resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress and on those tasks which it 
assigned to the Armed Forces. The most important of them was to be in a con- 
stant state of high combat readiness to repulse aggression no matter where it 
orginates. 


Firm military discipline is the foundation of such combat readiness. V. l. 
Lenin pointed out that the Army “needs military discipline and military 
vigilance taken to the highest limits.” 


Warrant officers and NCO's play a aoticeable part in accomplishing this task. 
Each day they hold classes with subordinates, perform service in details, chat 
with the personnel on various topics and organize their cultural leisure. 
Under these conditions /the commander's personal example in observing laws, 
regulations, orders and the norms of communist morality is of special impor- 
tance./ The worthy example of the warrant officer and NCO is a model for 
emulation which inspires a respectful attitude for the regulations and forms 
tavorable moral preconditions for raising the level of discipline and for 
strengthening regulation order. Personal example is a determining factor in 
the service activities of the warrant officer and NCO. 

"I recall,” said Col Gen Repin, “my first squad commander. He demanded of us 
young privates strict obedience, faultless execution and punctual tulfillment 
of regulation duties. He taught us to master weapons, perform guard and 
internal service and act competently on the battlefield. He influenced us 
everywhere and in everything by personal example above all." 


At the same time our squad commander was considerate like a father. He would 
explain what was not understood, train us, pass on experience and come to our 
help under difficult circumstances. We genuinely loved and respected our NCO. 


in the beginning of the Great Patriotic War I myself became an NCO, a deputy 
politruk, and later a Komsomol worker. I fought in the Bryansk, Central and 
one of the Belorussian fronts. And everywhere the NCO's fought bravely and 
displayed steadfastness and heroism, often replacing platoon and company 
commanders who had been disabled. 








And take Exercise "Zapad-81." As was true of all participants of the maneuvers, 
the warrant officers .nd NCO's made subordinates enthusiastic by their personal 
example in wanting to fulfill the assigned missions. 


/The conscientious character of obedience is the chief principle and most 
important feature of military discipline,/ emphasized the briefer. Lenin set 
aside a special role for this aspect of the matter. "Without a conscientious 
soldier and sailor of initiative success in modern warfare is impossible," he 
wrote. 


/Development of high awareness in subordinates is one of the chief directions 
in the work of our warrant officers and NCO's to strengthen discipline./ Firm 
foundations of the personnel's conscientious discipline are contained in the 
very nature of the Soviet Army and in the character of our social and state 
system. But these foundations do not determine servicemen'’s conduct spon- 
taneously or automatically: it isthrough daily, deeply thought out political 
studies, well organized political indoctrination work with personnel and devel- 
opment in the soldiers of communist awareness, ideological conviction, patrio- 
tism and internationalisa. 


There are many warrant officers and NCO's in the district who arrange political 
indoctrination work capably and who perform official duties with a sense of 
dignity and responsibility. Take for example a participant of our rally Sr WO 
Anatoliy Yegorovich Zakharov. The majority of privates in his platoon are out- 
standing in training. Party Member Zakharov shows concern for his subor- 
dinates’ progress in political classes. Lenin readings and discussions on 
political topics and problems of military indoctrination are held in the pla- 
toon. 


The platoon commander takes a personal part in organizing ideological work. He 
re.ies capably on the subunit aktiv--the Komsomol group organizer, operational 
newssheet editor and agitator--assigns them concrete tasks, determines dead- 
‘anes for fulfillment and suggests what ways and means to use to reach the 
planned goal . 


Platoon commanders warrant officers N. Udal'tsov, S. Svirid and others conduct 
political indoctrination work with initiative. The subunits they command win 
the title of outstanding from year to year, service and maintain equipment com- 


petently and are distinguished by firm discipline. 


Over the last year and « half over 60 district warrant officers have been 
decorated with orders and medals for mastery of new equipment and the capable 
training and indoctrination of subordinates.

am intentionally focusing your attention on ideological conditioning of sub- 
ordinates," emphasized the briefer. "There are many warrant officers and NCO's 
in the district who are assistant political study group instructors. The 
ideological level and quality of political studies and their influence on the 
soldiers’ activeness in military work and on strengthening of discipline 
depends largely on them and on you who are sitting in this room." 











/The important element now is to reintorce the effectiveness of political 
studies and political indoctrination work in the company, platoon and squad, 
raise their effectiveness and tie them in more closely with the collective's 
life and the personnel‘s needs./ A thorough study of materials of the 26th 
CPSU Congress is continuing in the political study system in the new training 
year, discussions are held more often about progress in accomplishing the five- 
year plan and about the international situation, and an explanation is given of 
the role and importance of military service in building and defending 
communism. 


Political studies and ideological indoctrination work mst shape the correct 
public opinion and generate in everyone the desire to master weapons and equip- 
ment expertly and strengthen discipline as required by the USSR Constitution, 
Soviet laws, *he oath and the regulations. 


it is also important to improve the ability to perform ideological indoctrina- 
tion work with consideration of features of the personnel's duties in opera- 
tional readiness and on guard, in a field exercise and in flights. The person 
always must be the focus of attention. A knowledge of his needs, training 
level and personal qualities helps choose the point of application for indoc- 
trinational eftorts and achieve a real return from them in the training and 
conduct of service personnel. 


We have hundreds of NCO's working as platoon agitators. The task is to develop 
their skills of propaganda expertise and raise the cultural level of NCO's and 

warrant officers. A phenomenon where some of them do not listen to the radio, 

have not registered at the library and do not read newspapers and works of fic- 
tion cannot be considered normal. 


We often have to encounter instances where individual privates, NCO's and 
warrant officers know the demands of the oath and combined-arms regulations and 
understand how they must conduct themselves and how to act in every specific 
case, but in practice the, violate discipline. 


Such people have not developed the need /to synchronize their actions and deeds 
with the laws, the oath and regulations. It is above all the platoon, squad, 
crew and team commanders who are called upon to instil this need through 
individual work with each subordinate./ This and only this produces real bene- 
fits. This is also shown persuasively by the experience of Sr WO [van Ionovich 
Banga. He thoughtfully studies subordinates trom the first days ot their 
arrival in the subunit. He chats frequently with them, determining ahead ot 
time what must be learned during such a chat. The company first sergeant asks 
about the successes of privates and NCO's in combat training and performing 
internal service and about their family life. All this helps him know the per- 
sonnel's moods and needs, to be knowledgeable of barracks life, including at 
night, and to make the transition from official to comradely, confidential 
relationships. 


The very same can be said of Sr WO Valentin Petrovich Syropyatov, commander of 
an outstanding tank platoon. 





The entire tenor of military service, the precise daily routine and conformity 
of life and routine to provisions of combined-arms regulations has an indoc- 
trinational effect on the personnel. The role of subunit first sergeants is 
great in this matter. There are many exemplary first sergeants in the dis- 
trict. Here are two of them: the Pavlov twins. Sergey is a first sergeant of 
lst Company in the Regiment imeni Leninist Komsomol and Aleksandr is the same 
in 2d Company. Both subunits are outstanding and compete with each other. And 
much credit goes to the Pavlov brothers for the fact that they have firm dis- 
cipline and strict regulacion order is maintained. Their authority and power 
are based on just regulation exactingness, a closeness with people and constant 
contact with then. 


Sr WO Leonid Afanas'yevich Butenko has served 10 years as a first sergeant. He 
has an exemplary company administration and services. The barracks where the 
privates and NCO’s live are warm and comfortable, and are constantly kept 
clean and in order. The first sergeant sees to it that personnel are pro- 
vided promptly with all kinds of authorized allowances. 


"A sincere person,” the privates say of him, and these are not just words. It 
is respect tor the first sergeant. Principle, fairness, concern aad regulation 
exactiagness--these qualities helped Butenko win authority among subdordinates. 
It he commends a soldier it is for earning it and if he punishes a soldier it 
is out of fairness. Not one private has any doubt as to the correctness of the 
first sergeant's decisions. 


There are 79 commendations listed in Leonid Afanas'yevich's service record. He 
has been awarded the medals "For Distinction in Military Service” Ist and 2d 
class. He was elected party organization secretary. The company has been out- 
standing for eight years. The example should be taken from such people and 
their experience made the property of all subunit first sergeants. 


/Foremost district warrant officers and NCO's show daily concern for increasing 
the indoctrinational role of formation, military rituals and the uniform./ They 
reinforce attention to the personnel's everyday life and create comfort in the 

barracks. 


/Sociaiist competition is of great assistance to small subunit commanders in 
training subordinates and strengthening order and discipline./ High pledges 
were made in district troops in the year of the 26th CPSU Congress. Thirty- 
six percent of squads, crews and teams and 34 percent of platoons are 
struggling tor the title of outstanding. 


the important element in competition is developing the personnel's conscien- 
tious attitude toward fulfilling military duty and the desire to be in front 
ind pertorm operational training missions in the best way possible. Competition 
result(s are high where it is organized on Leninist principles of publicity and 
comparability of results and comradely mutual assistance. 


the platoon commanded by Sr WO Vladimir Fedorovich Boyarshinov, who was awarded 
medals "For Distinction in Military Service” lst and 2d class, has held the 
title of outstanding for a long while. Boyarshinov is a master of combat 











qualification. Organizational work on pledge fulfillment is a daily concern of 
the platoon commander. The subunit regularly summarizes competition results. 
Leaders are the subject oi articles in operational newssheets and their photo- 
graphs hang in the reading room. Ali this creates a healthy climate in the 
collective, where each person is responsible for all and all tor one. 


At the same time we cannot consider it normal when some platoons, squads, crews 
and teams are satisfied with mediocre results from year to year and make pledges 
which are below the ccllective's capabilities. 


In speaking of ways of strengthening discipline, emphasized the briefer, we 
must not forget about a concept /such as discipline of servicemen's personal 
and collective responsibility for performing combat and training missions. / 

The group character of employment of modern combat equipment not only has not 
degraded the role ot the individual soldier, team, crew and platoon, but has 
elevated it even more. It is possible to accomplish collectively assigned mis- 
sions only on condition of high efficiency, training and tirm discipline. 


On the other hand, you have to remember about maintaining high combat etfec- 
tiveness ot the military collective. In this regard /the task is to master 
related specialties and assure interchangeability in crews and teams./ A 
majority of district warrant officers and NCO's work purposefully in this 
direction, setting a personal example. For example, rally participant Sgt 
Sergey Aieksandrovich Yershov has mastered three related specialties and Jr Sgt 
Vasiliy Petrovich Gumenyuk has mastered two. Interchangeability in W Igor' 
Ivanovich Semenov's platoon comprises 60 percent. 


‘An important condition for strengthening discipline is troop friendship and 
comradeship and a firm military collective/ capable of providing effective help 
to the commander in a struggle against negative acts and moods of some pri- 
vates. Our leading warrant officers and NCO's exert a deciding influence on 
development of public opinion and ensure that a majority of privates support 
them and are inwardly convinced as to the correctness of the commander's 


icf ions. 


‘very warrant olticer and NCO has favorable opportunities to make the military 
collective cohesive. He has irreplaceable assistants in the person of party 
and Komsomol members. The platoon has a Komsomol group. Many platoon command- 
ers are CPSU and Komsomol members. The very same can be said about the squad, 
crew and team, which usually are compietely Komsomol. 


/it is important to achieve activeness and fighting spirit in a Komsomol group 
ind its intluence on youth indoctrination./ The Komsomol public must be more 
active and concrete in examining questions of the personal example of every 
Komsomol member especially now, when the Leninist Komsomol is heading for its 
i9th congress. 


By using the entire arsenal of forms and means of indoctrinating personnel in a 
spirit of conscientious discipline in an integrated manner, warrant officers 
and NCO's are obligated to ensure that every private heeds the Motherland's 
order with his heart and carries it out with spirit, energetically and self- 
lessly.

(\Text] “The district rally for commanders of outstanding small subunits,” 

said the army general, “is coming to a conclusion. You heard «he meaningful 
briefing by Member of Military Council, Chief of District Political Directorate 
Col Gen Repin; exchanged experience of work in strengthening discipline in pla- 
toons, squads and crews and imposing firm regulation order in the barracks; and 
discussed ways of further elevating the role of warrant officers and NCO's in 
perfecting the subunits’ combat readiness. I believe that the goal of the 
rally has been achieved. /The task is that in returning to your units, you 
actively propagandize the experience with which you have been enriched at the 
ral‘y and become pioneers of implementing it in the practice of training and 
indoctrinating subordinates."/ 


Each person should consider the demands of the USSR Minister of Defense. 
/"“Now,"/ states Mar SU D. F. Ustinov, /"the damage from any infraction of mili- 
tary discipline increases immeasurably. Even the slightest display of care- 
lessness or nonobservance of regulation order by just one serviceman may lead 
to serious consequences, unjustified losses and failure in performing combat 
missions."/ 


Dwelling on resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress and demands of the USSR 
Minister of Defense and the Chief of the Main Political Directorate of the 
Soviet Army and Navy in the area of raising combat readiness, Arm Gen Sorokin 
emphasized that the warrant officers and junior commanders, who comprise, in 
M. V. Frunze's expression, “that basis on which the entire matter of a unit's 
discipline, combat cohesion and combat training rests," have a great role to 
play in performing this task. 


Where would I like to direct your attention in particular? 


Popular wisdom states that the word calls, but woik leads. You warrant of fi- 
cers and NCO's are constantly in view of the soldiers. And if a platoon 
commander, company or battery first sergeant, or squad, team or crew 
commander always has @ smart appearance, is composed, is distinguished by 
faultless military posture, is demanding and tactful, and puts his heart into 
service, his subordinates too strive to equal him, they emulate him, take his 











every order and instruction as the law, and execute them strictly and pre- 
cisely. Consequently, /the struggle for personal example of every wacrant 
officer and NCO in cor‘at and political training, in service and in discipline 
must be the heart of all our work./ The importance of small subunits and 
individual specialists has risen under conditions of modern combat. This 
obligates warrant cfficers and NCO's /to be masters of combat professions, 
master weapons and equipment to perfection, have thorough knowledge of military 
regulations, manuals, programs and documents regulating the organization o! 
combat and political training, and be able to train soldiers in a methodo!ogi- 
cally competent manner. / 


it is no less important to see to it that every class not only provides subor- 
dinates with knowledge in the training subjects, but also develops their dis- 
cipline and .heir love for weapons and equipment. Experience indicates that 
high efficiency and strict observance of the requirements of manuals and regu- 
lations in the training process is one of the basic conditions determining the 
indoctrinational effect of combat training. Each of you must strive to see 
that /every activity in the classroom, in the field, at the firing range or at 
the tank training area occurs with full load and without conditionalities and 
oversimplifications, provides the maximum possible for increasing the person- 
nel'’s military proficiency, and is an object lesson of discipline and of your 
exactingness in evaluating subordinates. / 


The Soviet commander is a one-man cogmander. Regulation exactingness, close- 
ness to people, constant cont *t and a readiness to share with them joys and 
disappointments and endure the turdens of military service must be the basis of 
your work to strengthen discipline. 


/The most important direction in the work of strengthening military discipline 
and law and order is to instil in the personnel the skills and habits of daily 
observance of regulation requirements. / 


Today you have become familiar with the organization of regulation order in the 
company where Sr WO Boris Mikhaylovich Artamonov is first sergeant. For a num- 
ver of years this company has been one of the best not only in the unit, but in 
the district as well. 


And great credit goes to the first sergeant and the NCO's for the fact that the 
company's regulation order was praised highly by USSR Minister of Defense Mar 
SU D. F. Ustinov. 


| would like to direct your attention to the /need for observing regulation 
requirements in performing guard service/, a special service. There are many 
warrant officers and NCO's in district units who have seen to it that their 
subordinates always perform guard service vigilantly and knowledgeably, and 
they themselves conscientiously perform the duties of guard commanders and cor- 
porals of the guard. Among them are participants of our rally Sr WO Ivan 
Vasil’yevich Zhmurko, Sgt Atil Abasovich Melikov, Sgt Aleksandr Yiktorovich 
Doronin, Jr Sgt Ruslan Khuseynovich Saydayev and others. All junior commanders 
must line up on them. 





The important role of the military collective in strengthening discipline 
already has been mentioned at the rally. This really is a great force. A 
friendly, cohesive collective is capable of accomplishing the most difficult 
tasks. At one time I commanded a battalion at the front. I maintained strict 
discipline init but atthe same time the commanders, political workers and party 
members created an atmosphere of friendliness, were concerned for the people 
and took care of them. And this allowed us to capture a populated point in a 
night fight once, for which larger forces had fought for several days. And 
there were a multitude of such examples at the front. 


My advice to you is: /Weld together the squads, teams, crews and platoons; 
treat people demandingly but at the same time sincerely; fight for every per- 
son; and rely on the party and Komsomol members--then things will go well with 
training and discipline for you as well./

[Text] High and constant combat readiness has been and remains the chief 
determining quality of our valorous Armed Forces. Thanks to the paternal con- 
cern of the CPSU and the Soviet people's selfless labor our Army and Navy now 
are outfitted with the most up-to-date combat equipment and weapons. They have 
everything necessary to protect the peaceful labor of Soviet citizens firmly 
against any encroachments from without and give a crushing rebuff to any 
aggressor. 


Our party invariably follows a peaceloving Leninist foreign policy course. This 
was shown with all persuasiveness by the 26th CPSU Congress, which advanced a 
vast program of struggle to prevent wars and ensure nations’ security.

There are many warrant officers among those whose names make up today's glory 
of the capital district. They include Sr WO S. Shchennikov, a delegate to the 
26th CPSU Congress; warrant officers V. Ostapenko, N. Timonin and B. Chagin, 
commanders of foremost platoons; battalion Komsomol bureau secretary WO A. 
Makarenkov and mary others. 


Paying what has been achieved its due, today, as the party teaches us, we are 
constantly looking ahead and setting more difficult tasks for ourselves. And 
the most important of them is the painstaking, purposeful work of further 
increasing troop combat readiness. 


Combat readiness is a quite specific concept. Its essence was expressed 
figuratively and very accurately by CPSU CC General Secretary, Chairman of the 
Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet, Chairman of the Defense Council Mar SU 
Comrade L. 1. Brezhnev. He emphasized that in combat readiness "the people's 
enormous efforts and physical input for outfitting the Army, all servicemen's 
awareness, combat schooling and discipline, the commanders' art of command and 
control and much more are concentrated as at a focal point. In the final 
account, this is the crown of combat expertise of troops in peacetime and the 
key to victory in war." 


The strenuous work by commanders at all levels, political workers, the party 
and Komsomol aktiv and every soldier is required to achieve such high combat 
readiness. As the closest assistants to officers, warrant officers also play an 
enormous role in this matter. 


Warrant officers now hold important positions in the scheme of combat readiness 
such as platoon commander, subunit first sergeant, team commander, radio sta- 
tion chief and others. The overwhelming majority of them are people with 
varied command qualities. They skillfully manage subordinates in any situa- 
tion, correctly resolve all questions of personnel training and indoctrination, 
always stand as a guardian of exemplary military order and as a rule they them- 
selves are specialists with a high qualification. 


Gds Sr WO Andrey Andreyevich Didevich, a party member, merits many kind words, 
for example. He is the first sergeant of a reconnaissance company. Personnel 
of this collective pledged to win the title of outstanding subunit and they 
succeeded in achieving their goal. 


Sr WO Didevich also put his work into this success, and not just by the fact 
that he maintains regulation order in the company. He himself has outstanding 
mastery of the subunit's authorized weapons and combat equipment. And Andrey 
Andreyevich helps his colleagues master a military specialty out of the party 
member's duty. There is no private or NCO in the company with whom he has not 
shared his knowledge and skills of working with the equipment. 


Many of those who work directly in specialist training have earned the fame of 
genuine enthusiasts in the struggle for high combat readiness. Take WO A. 
Chistyakov, for example. He is a tankman, senior instructor, master of 
driving, excellent methods specialist and superb expert in tank equipment. He 
has trained dozens of good driver-mechanics. Masters of communications warrant 
officers I. Glushkin and V. Bulavin, Driver-Mechanic lst Class WO V. Yeliseyev 
and many others train and indoctrinate remarkable specialists. 
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The Motherland values the warrant officers’ work highly. Many of them have been 
decorated. For example, WO Ya. Serdyuk was awarded the orders of Red Star and 
Glory 3d Class and the medals "For Distinction in Military Service" lst and 2d 
class. WO V. Ostapenko received the medals "For Distinction in Military Serv- 
ice" Ist and 2d class. An officer's career is opening up for those who are 
persistently raising their theoretical and methods level and mastering the 
secondary military school program as external students. After becoming offi- 
cers some of these warrant officers have achie-ed noticeable success in service. 
Among themare staff officer Gds Sr Lt V. Yermoshin and company political deputy 
Sr Lt N. Nuriyev.

Just what is the chief element in the new training year? Above all it is an 
increase in the quality and effectiveness of training and indoctrinating subor- 
dinates and the maintaining of high combat readiness. In practice this signi- 
fies a steady implementation of one of the fundamental principles of combat 
training--to teach soldiers what is needed in actual wariare. Only in this way 
is it possible to raise the intensity of classes, significantly intensify the 
training process, make more effective use of weapons and combat equipment, and 
noticeably reinforce the personnel's moral-psychological and physical condi- 
tioning. 


There is especially much to be done to elevate the be-all and end-all of combat 
readiness--the personnel's tactical-weapons training--to a new level. Much here 
depends on you, comrade warrant officers and NCO's. Above all let each one set 
for himself the goal of achieving a high personal example in mastery of combat 
expertise. Let it be a matter of honor to have a noble desire to take platoons, 
squads and teams which you command into the ranks of outstanding. Herein lies 
the most important reserve for a further increase in combat readiness of the 
subunits, units and combined units of our glorious Armed Forces. 


A resolute and merciless struggle must be waged in th2 new training year against 
oversimplification and indulgences in combat training and against laxity and 
lack of discipline as the most malicious enemies of combat readiness. It cannot 
be forgotten that even the slightest oversimplification in combat training may 
have considerable negative consequences. 


The fight against oversimplification in combat training and against lack of 
discipline can be most successful only when the warrant officer himself sets 
the example for others. It is no secret that we still have those servicemen 
who do not serve as an example for subordinates and who do not strive to 
increase military proficiency. And it does no one a service when some of them 
discredit by their behavior the high title of commander. There are unfortu- 
nately such examples. A. Antonov, a warrant officer in one of the units of the 
Moscow Garrison, was reduced in position. He not only performed official 
duties unconscientiously and was not an example for subordinates, but he him- 
self often violated regulation requirements. Such instances of course are iso- 
lated, but we must act in the most resolute manner even against them. 


1 cannot help but emphasize the following circumstance as well. Warrant offi- 
cers are entrusted with many physical assets. It is important not just to feei 
responsibility for safeguarding such assets: One must proceed from an assump- 
tion that this also is an element of combat readiness, and one of no smll 
importance. 
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For example, if spare parts beccme useless because of poor storage we will not 
be able to place a combat vehicle which has come in for repairs back in forma- 
tion in time. If fuel is spoiled march speed will drop or engines even will be 
damaged. In the final account the combat readiness of the subunit or unit 
drops. This is why the task set by the 26th CPSU Congress is especially 
important for every warrant officer, for all of us: ". . . A thrifty attitude 
toward public property and an ability to make complete and expedient use of 
everything we have." 


Vladimir Il'‘ich Lenin willed that we always be on guard, keep the defenses of 
our country and our Armed Forces as the apple of our eye, and remember that we 
have no right to allow indulgences in this matter for a single second. “he 
words of Il'ich have enormous urgency today and they must become a compass in 
life and service for each of us.

[Text] Our country has entered the 1980's with a powerful economic and 
scientific-technical potential and highly skilled cadres. The USSR now pro- 
duces one-fifth of the entire world's industrial output. In just a single 
minute over 1.2 million rubles of industrial products are put out by the 
national economy. The absolute increase of industrial production for the 
decade is approximately equal to the present-day volume of industrial produc- 
tion of England and France. National income resources directed at consumption, 
housing construction and sociai-culitural construction were R1,625 billion 
during the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, which is R334 billion greater than 
in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. All plans and all work of the party have as their 
supreme goal the good of the people and their ascent to communism. 


The next topic of political studies is /"The 26th CPSU Congress: a new and 
important milestone on the Soviet people's path to communism."/ It begins the 
section "The 26th CPSU Congress on current tasks of the Soviet state's 
economic, social-political and spiritual development and further strengthening 
of its defenses." Four hours are allocated to its study: two for lecture and 
two for a seminar. It is advisable to examine the following questions in the 
lecture and the seminar: 


/\. The Communist Party is the managing and directing force in development of 
a mature socialist society. 


2. Imaginative elaboration of the tasks of building communism in resolutions 
of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


3. Fulfillment of resolutions of the 26th CPSU congress is a vital affair of 
all Soviet citizens and Army and Navy personnel. / 


1. CPSU management of the development of a mature socialist society and its 
progressive movement toward communism is an objective principle. This has been 
tested and proven by historic social practice. Describing the CPSU's role as 
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the political leader of the toilers, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev stressed at the 
26th congress: "It is now, in light of the impressive achievements of the 
Soviet people, that the familiar Leninist formula is perceived even more 
deeply: The party is the mind, honor and conscience of our era." 


The Soviet people link all their historic achievements in building a new life 
inseperably with the revolutionary-transforming work of the Leninist Party. 
Under its leadership the Soviet Union rose to new pinnacles of world progress. 
A little over three times more industrial products are manufactured per USSR 
resident than for average indicators in the world. Our country now outstrips 
the United States in production of more than 50 of the most important kinds of 
products (steel, petroleum, iron and manganese ore, mineral fertilizers, diesel 
locomotives, electric locomotives and so on). By the beginning of 1981 the 
Soviet state's national wealth (less land, minerals and forests) exceeded R2.7 
trillion, and it rose by more than R1.3 trillion over the last ten years. 


Our country has created a mature socialist society and now is accomplishing 
tasks of creating a material-technical base of communism, forming communist 
social relations, indoctrinating a new person, and improving the socialist way 
of life. Soviet citizens have been convinced from their own many years of 
experience that the party has no other goals than a struggle for the workers’ 
happiness. For example, in 40 years the overall volume of public consumption 
funds rose by more than 25 times. Im the llth Five-Year Plan it will increase 
20 percent, from R116.5 billion in 1980 to R138 billion in 1985. This will be 
approximately 2,000 rubles per year on an average for a family of four. 


The 26th CPSU Congress showed persuasively that the Party of Lenin is confi- 
dently carrying the banner of communism, the banner of labor and peace, and 
that the CPSU's general course is a course toward strengthening national 
economic and defense might, a steady increase in the Soviet people's welfare 
and culture and assurance of peaceful conditions for their creative labor. The 
strength of scientific foresight and realism of party policy and its ability to 
rely on the creativeness of the masses were displayed anew in the elaboration 
of the grandiose tasks. Such attention to key problems of the national economy 
is fully natural. It was Lenin who said: “Our chief policy now must be 
economic construction..." True even today, this Leninist thesis was elaborated 
in the CPSU CC Report. Comrade Brezhnev emphasized: "It is in the area of 
economics that a foundation is laid for accomplishing social tasks and 
strengthening national defenses--the foundation of a vigorous foreign policy. 
it is here that necessary preconditions are formed for a successful movement by 
Soviet society toward communism." 


The CPSU is the offspring ot the working class--the leading social force of our 
society. At the same time it acts as the manager and political ieader of all 
toilers who have gone over to the position of the working class and for whom 
the building of communism now has become the goal and content of all their 
work. "The Communist Party of the Soviet Union is the managing and directing 
force of Soviet society and the nucleus of its political system and state and 
social organizations,” states Article 6 of the USSR Constitution. "The CPSU 
exists for the people and serves the people."

The Leninist Party is a party of scientific communism. Armed with Marxist- 
Leninist teaching, it determines the general prospects for development of 
society and the USSRK's domestic and foreign policy line, manages the Soviet 
people's great creative activities and gives their struggle for the victory of 
communism a planned, scientifically grounded character. The CPSU embodies a 
unity of will and unity of actions of all party members. It is firmly linked 
with the toiling masses. Comrade Brezhnev remarked that the indestructible 
unity of the party and people grew even stronger over the past five-year 
period. 


The CPSU exercises its managing and directing influence on all spheres of life 
of mature socialist society both directly and through a system of state and 
mass public organizations. The party unites their efforts, coordinates activ- 
ities and determines the basic forms and methods of their work.

To maintain the stable and low level of prices on meat and 
dairy products the state spends more than R25 billion annually for subsidies, 
and R6.5 billion for reimbursement of expenses in housing and municipal serv- 
ices. Taking other subsidies into account, their total amount reaches almost 
R40 billion. Residences have been built with an area exceeding the country's 
entire available city housing in the early 1960's, which is our great social 
achievement. 


the lith Five-Year Plan will become a responsible and important stage in the 
building of communism. jlts chief task is to assure a further increase in 


Soviet citizens" welfare on the basis of a stable, progressive development of 
the national economy, acceleration of scientific-technical progress and the 
economy's Conversion to an intensive path of development, more rational use of 
the country's production potential, and comprehensive resource economy and an 
improvement in work quality. 


Speaking at the November 198i CPSU CC Plenum, Comrade Brezhnev stressed: 
“Industry and agriculture will develop dynamically. Steps are being taken to 
concentrate capital investments. A new major step is being taken in developing 
Siberia and the Far East. The economy of every union republic will see further 
development. Defense needs are being met reliably." 


‘he November CPSU CC Plenum approved, and the 6th Session of the USSR Supreme 
soviet 10th Convocation contirmed a five-year plan for the USSR's economic and 
social development for 1981-1985 and a plan for the country's economic and

The outlined quotas of the plans as well as the budget for the second year of 
the llth Five-Year Plan are aimed at a further development of all sectors of 
the country's national economy and of our socialist way of life and at a steady 
increase in the people's material and cultural standard of living.

(f equipment without man is dead, the unarmed person also is powerless in war. 
Combat readiness in the final account depends on how capably the equipment has 
been mastered and whether or not it is being used skillfully and capably. 
fheretore it ts Important that weapons and combat eqyiment always be in a serv- 
iceable condition and in full readiness for immediate action, and that person- 
nel be able to use it with greatest effect under various conditions, especially 
in difitcult and complex situations. 


lhe power of modern weapons and combat equipment is growing continuously, as 
noted by CPSU CC Politburo Member, USSR Minister of Defense Mar SU Db. F. 
Ustinov. We must learn to get the maximum of those combat capabilities which 
they possess from them, be able to strike the enemy at long range and with the 
first round, Launch or pass, and make full use of the speed, altitude, maneuver, 
defensive and other qualities of combat equipment and weapons.

[Text] The history of Soviet foreign policy is a history of constant struggle 
by the Communist Party and government for a firm peace for all nations on our 
planet. V. I. Lenin wrote in 1918 that we as a socialist republic remained 
outside the imperialist war and hoisted before the whole world the banner of 
peace, the banner of socialism. And the Land of Soviets always heid the banner 
on high no matter what ordeals befell us. The 26th CPSU Congress again demon- 
strated that in its foreign policy the party is confidently continuing to 
follow a Leninist course. 


The next topic for political studies is /"Work c‘ the Communist Party and 
Soviet government to implement the forcign policy course elaborated by the 
26th CPSU Congress,"; with six hours allocated for its study: two for lecture 
and four for seminar. Three questio.s must be examined in the lecture and the 
seminar: 


/i. Lentinist principles of Soviet foreign policy and a further elaboration in 
documents of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


2. The party's work to strengthen friendship and cooperation with countries 
of the socialist community and to expand and deepen ties with revolutionary and 
democratic forces. 


3. The struggle by the Communist Party and Soviet government to implement the 
Peace Program for the 1980's developed by the 26th CPSU Congress. / 


|\. V. L. Lenin, creator and leader of our party and state, is the founder of 
Soviet foreign policy. To him goes the greatest credit in elaborating its 
principles and in their practical implementation. The most important of them 
are the /principle of peaceful coexistence/ of states with different social- 
economic systems and the /principle of proletarian internationalism. / 


Guided by Leninist principles, the Communist Party and Soviet state have 
achieved great success in ..e international arena. 
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The 26th CPSU Congress was a new demonstration of fighting solidarity of all 
forces struggling for peace and social progress. There were 123 delegates 
attending the congress from 109 countries. The chief directions of the CPSU's 
internationalist course are a strengthening of ranks of the international 
communist movement (there now are communist parties operating in 94 countries 
around the world), a growth in solidarity of fraternal states of the socialist 
comaunity, the working class of capitalist countries and all anti-imperialist 
forces, development of the Peace Program for the 1980's, and a resolute rebuff 
of imperialist attempts to split the unified front of revolutionary forces of 
modern times. 


The Soviet Union consistently has defended and is defending the policy of 
peaceful coexistence as the basis of peaceful competition between socialism 
and capitalism. The June 1980 CPSU CC Plenum emphasized in the decree entitled 
"On the Soviet Union's International Position and Foreign Policy" that the 
party would continue steadfastly the course toward peaceful coexistence, curb- 
ing the arms race, preserving and developing international detente, and the 
mutualiy advantageous cooperation in the economic, scientific and cultural 
spheres. The pivotal direction of foreign policy activity by the party and 
state has been and remains the struggle for lessening the threat of war and 
curbing the arms race. 


Leninist principles of Soviet foreign policy saw further development in docu- 
ments of the 26th CPSU Congress, in the USSR Constitution and in works of 
Comrade Brezhnev. The USSR's relations with other states, as pointed out in 
the Basic Law, are arranged on the basis of an observance of principles of 
sovereign equality, mutual reduction of the use of force or threat of force, 
inviolability of borders, territorial integrity of states, peaceful regulation 
of disputes, noninterference in internal affairs, respect for human rights and 
basic freedoms, equal rights and the rights of nations to be masters of their 
own destiny, cooperation among states and conscientious fulfillment of obliga- 
tions stemming from generally recognized principles and norms of international 
law and from international agreements concluded by the USSR. 


As a component part of the world system of socialism and of the socialist 
community, the Soviet Unio. .s developing and strengthening friendship, 
cooperation and comradely mutual help with countries of socialism on the basis 
of the principle of socialist internationalism. 


Documents of the CPSU and Soviet state have precisely worded goals of our 
fureign policy under present-day conditions. They are aimed at ensuring 
favorable international conditions for building communism in the USSR, defend- 


ing state interests of the Soviet Union, strengthening the position of world 
socialism, supporting the nations' struggle for national liberation and social 
progress and for preventing aggressive wars, and a consistent implementation of 
the principle ot peaceful coexistence of states with different social systems. 


2. A constant, unremitting concern for a further strengthening of friendship 
and comprehensive expansion of diversified cooperation with countries of the 
socialist community was the most important direction in the CPSU's foreign 
policy activities after the 26th congress, as it was previously. As shown by 
past congresses of fraternal parties of these countries, we have established a 
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fundamental uniformity of views on all major problems of social-economic devel- 
opment and international policy. 


There exists a deep mutual understanding, trust and consent among the leaders 
of our parties. Graphic confirmation of this were Comrade Brezhnev's meetings 
in the Crimea this summer with the t.eads of fraternal parties. Key problems of 
international politics and concrete questions of our cooperation were discussed 
at the meetings in a comradely atmosphere. Realization of the agreements 
reached will contribute to the successful development of countries of socialism 
and to a strengthening of the unity and solidarity of our community. The nec- 
essary coordination of foreign policy of the fraternal countries has been 
accomplished, which undoubtedly will help advance their peace initiatives. 


Regular exchanges of party and governmental delegations and conferences of 
Central Committee secretaries on questions of international relations and 
ideological and organizational work have become a firm practice. 


fhe economic cooperation of fraternal countries is strengthening and expanding. 
As was noted at the 35th CEMA session in July 1981, socialist integration has 
become an inalienable feature of their development. CEMA member countries 
increased their economic potential by relying on mutual cooperation. During 
the past decade these states outstripped developed capitalist countries by 
almost twofold in growth rates of national income and industrial output. For 
example, the volume of national income in 1980 increased as a whole by 66 per- 
cent in comparison with 1970 and gross national product rose 84 percent. 
Commodity turnover among these countries increased 3.3 times over the 10 years 
and now is reaching R121 billion. 


The 35th CEMA session approved a coordinated plan for multilateral integration 
measures for the following five-year period, which envisages construction of a 
number of economic installations through joint efforts, development of spe- 
cialization and cooperation of production and cooperation in the field of 
science and technology, development of standardization, as well as measures 
helping to uplift the economies of the MNR [Mongolian People's Republic] SRV 
and the Republic of Cuba. 


the 26th CPSU Congress noted that the past period persuasively showed what an 
lufluential and beneficial role is being played in European and in interna- 
tional affairs as a whole by the work of the Warsaw Pact Organization and its 
Political Consultative Committee above all. Having laid the path to a pan- 
European conference, the supreme political entity came out with a number of 
new initiatives attracting wide attention in the world. 


The Communist Party is holding a firm course toward a further strengthening of 
the unity and solidarity of countries of socialism. This is especially impor- 
tant now when imperialist circles are making desperate attempts to weaken the 
cooperation of socialist states and interfere in their internal affairs. The 
United States noticeably has stepped up a campaign of malicious attacks against 
the Republic of Cuba of late and is directly threatening it with "punitive 
actious." 
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Reactionary forces are counting especially on a counterrevolution in the PNR 
[Polish People's Republic]. Domestic and foreign counterrevolution is attempt- 
ing to eliminate the socialist system in Poland, restore bourgeois orders in 
this country, tear it from the socialist community and thus attempt to alter 
results of World War II and postwar development, and weaken the unity of the 
countries of socialism. But this never will happen. 


A resolve is strengthening in the Folish Waited Workers Party and in broad 
masses of toilers to rebuff the antisocialist forces who are openly straining 
for power. Polish communists and all true patriots of Poland always will find 
the full support of fraternal countries on this path. 


The Soviet Union's relations are developing productively with socialist coun- 
tries which are not part of the Warsaw Pact and CEMA, particularly with Yugo- 
slavia and the KNDR [Korean People's Democratic Republic]. 


in its relations with China our party is adhering firmly to the course defined 
by the 26th CPSU Congress. Its correctness is being confirmed by experience. 
The Soviet Union never has sought and is not seeking confrontation with the 
PRC, but there are no changes for the better in Beijing's foreign policy. It 
continues to be aimed at aggravating the international situation and is con- 
verging with imperialist policy. The United States, Japan and a number of NATO 
countries are striving to take advantage of China's hostility toward the Soviet 
Union in imperialist interests. The Maoists’ aggressive policy aimed at dis- 
rupting detente and provoking war represents great danger to the cause of peace 
and requires resolute exposure of the provocatory activities of Peking's lead- 
ers. 


The Communist Party and Soviet state invariably have solidarity with fighters 
against imperialism. Cooperation is expanding noticeably with the liberated 
countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America. It is many-sided and is develop- 
ing along various directions in the field of politics, economics and culture 
and, with some of them, along a line of assistance given in their defense. For 
example, the Soviet Union could not help but respond to the request by the 
government of Afghanistan. To act differently would have meant letting this 
country be torn to pieces by imperialism and permitting aggressive forces to 
repeat here what they succeeded in doing in Chile, where the people's freedom 
was trampled in blood. To act otherwise would have meant passively watching a 
center ot serious threat to the security of the Soviet state arising on our 
southern border. "For our part we warned the proper parties,” said Comrade 
Brezhnev about assistance to the DRA [Democratic Republic of Afghanistan] at 
the moment there was a real threat that Afghanistan would lose its independ- 


ence, “that if aggression did not cease we would not leave the Afghan people 
in the lurch.” As you know, our words do not differ from deeds. A limited 
contingent ot Soviet forces was introduced into Afghanistan at the request of 
the DRA government in conformity with the Soviet-Afghan agreement and Article 
5| ot the UN Charter. The 26th CPSU Congress came out for political settlement 


of the situation which had formed about Afghanistan. 


There have been 680 industrial enterprises, power stations, hydrotechnical and 
other national economic installations constructed in liberated countries with 
the Soviet Union's assistance. At the present time over 500 enterprises are 
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being built or planned for construction. The circle of partners with which our 
country has cooperated on the basis of long-term agreements expanded from 14 in 
1960 to 64 in 1981. Im accordance with resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress 
our state will continue to set a consistent course toward developing coopera- 
tion with liberated countries. 


3. At the present time aggressive circles in the United States and some other 
NATO countries have set a course hostile to the course of peace. Aggressive 
circles of the capitalist world are reacting to their defeat in social battles, 
to the loss of colonial possessions, to more and more countries withdrawing 
from capitalism, to successes of world socialism and to a growth in the influ- 
ence of communist parties in bourgeois states by unfolding military prepara- 
tions. For example the new U.S. budget for 1982 has been set at $226 billion. 


in giving a firm rebuff to the aggressive actions of imperialism the Soviet 
Union at the same time is seeking new ways for normalization of relations with 
capitalist countries and for establishing mutually advantageous business ties 
with them. A class approach to the phenomena and processes of world politics 
and realization of the high responsibility for the interests of the country 
and the entire socialist community are combined in the CPSU's foreign policy 
with necessary flexibility in an approach to international problems and with 
the ability to choose the most effective path to the planned goal. The center 
of tension has been and remains the struggle for eliminating the danger of 
outbreak of a world war. 


The 26th CPSU Congress advanced the Peace Program for the 1980's. According to 
this program the Soviet Union declares a readiness for a dialogue at all levels 
between the USSR and the United States, a substantial expansion of the zone for 
application of measures of trust in Europe, and the holding of concrete talks 
on measures of trust in the Far East with all interested countries; for settle- 
ment of the situation surrounding Afghanistan both separately and in coordina- 
tion with questions of Persian Gulf security; for immediate continuation of 
talks with the United States about strategic weapons with the retention of 
everything positive achieved to this date in this area; and to hold talks for 
limiting all kinds of armaments, including new submarines and missiles placed 
iboard them. 


This Peace Program also includes proposals for establishing a moratorium on 
the stationing of new medium-range nuclear missile weapons in Europe by NATO 
countries and the USSR; on setting up an authoritative committee which would 
demonstrate the vital need for preventing a nuclear catastrophe; for convening 
a special session of the Security Council with the participation of heads of 
states which are council membe.s to find the key to normalizing the interna- 
tional situation and preventing war; for returning to collective searches for 
a settlement in the Near East and convening a special international conference 
for this. 


The United States and NATO rejected the proposal for a moratorium and took a 
negative attitude toward the idea of setting up a nuclearfree zone in Northern 
Europe. The White House continues to assist the Afghan counterrevolutionaries, 
encourages barbaric acts by Israel and is stepping up pressure on Egypt in an 
attempt to force it to follow the channel of the bankrupt policy of the dead 
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Sadat. In August the U.S. president decided to begin production of neutron 
weapons. Plans are being fostered for a “limited” nuclear war in Europe. It 
was learned from a statement by Secretary of State A. Haig that the Pentagon is 
ready to deliver modern weapons and military equipment to China. The United 
States set up two radar stations on PRC territory to collect intelligence on 
our country. Adventurism and a readiness to stake the vital interests of man- 
kind for their own narrow, selfish goals--this is what is being manifested 
especially nakedly in the politics of the most aggressive circles of imperial- 
ism. 


Thus two directions have clashed in world politics. On the one hand, as noted 
at the 26th CPSU Congress, there is the course toward curbing the arms race, 
strengthening peace and detente, and protecting the sovereign rights and free- 
dom of nations. On the other hand there is the course toward undermining 
detente, stepping up the arms race, poiitics of threats and intervention in 
others' affairs, and suppression of the liberation struggle. 


The peaceloving ideas of the Peace Program were supplemented with new initia- 
tives in presentations by Comrade Brezhnev following the 26th CPSU Congress. 

in his speeches in Kiev and Tbilisi, in answers to a PRAVDA correspondent, in 
an interview by editors of the West German journal SPIEGEL and in other appear- 
ances Leonid Il'ich reaffirmed the USSR's readiness to hold talks for limiting 
all kinds of weapons. "We suggest to the United States and other westem coun- 
tries that there be honest, constructive talks and a search for mutually 
acceptable solutions to practically all major problems existing between us," 
said Comrade Brezhnev. "We are ir favor of a joint search for ways to a firm 
peace and mutually advantageous cooperation." 


Special attention of the world public was drawn by the USSR Supreme Soviet 
Address "To Parliaments and Peoples of the World" as well as USSR initiatives 
advanced within the framework of the United Nations, particularly the draft UN 
General Assembly Declaration "To Prevent Nuclear Catastrophe." 


At the present tlme an upsurge in antiwar sentiments is being seen in the West. 
There was the summer "March for Peace-81" through countries of Evrope, a demon- 
Stration in Bonn by 250,000 persons, the Worldwide Week of Actions for Disarma- 
ment, the World Congress of Women which assembled representatives from 124 
countries, the International Conference "Physicians of the World for Prevention 
of Nuclear War,” the 13th session of the council of the Organization for 
Solidarity of Asian and African Nations and so on. There were mass demonstra- 
Lions of prolest against White House policy in the United States. 


At the dawn of Soviet power Lenin cautioned that we must accompany our steps 
toward peace by straining all our military readiness. "Our Army," he said, 

"is a real guarantee that imperialist powers will not make the slightest 
allempts, the slightest encroachments..." This Army is called upon to protect 
the achievements of the revolution and protect our people's power. At the same 
time the party leader pointed out that the Red Army was a tool of struggle 
against bourgeois militarism and that it acts as a powerful factor for pre- 
serving and strengthening peace among nations. 
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Following Lenin's behests, the Communist Party views the strengthening of our 
national defense and the might of the Soviet Armed Forces as the sacred duty of 
the whole people and as the most important function of a socialist state. 


The USSR needs no army from the standpoint of internal conditions. But inas- 
much as there remains a military threat on the part of aggressive circles of 
imperialism and general and complete disarmament has not been achieved, the 
party considers it necessary to keep our state's defensive might and the combat 
readiness of its Army and Navy at a level assuring the decisive and full defeat 
of any enemy who dares encroach on the homeland of October. While defending 
the policy of peaceful coexistence, seeking complete and general disarmament 
and contributing in every way to an improvement in international relations, the 
Soviet state is not relaxing vigilance and is seeing to it that its Armed 
Forces have the most up-to-date means for defending the socialist homeland. 


Speaking at a ceremonial session dedicated to the 64th anniversary of the 

Great October Socialist Revolution, CPSU CC Politburo Member, USSR Minister of 
Defense Mar SU D. F. Ustinov said: "Nationwide concern for strengthening 
national defenses and assuring peaceful conditions for building communism 

finds its concentrated expression in the Communist Perty policy and in its 
daily leadership of military organizational developme..t and the life and work 
of the Armed Forces. The party always has proceeded and is proceeding from the 
Leninist principle of the indivisibility of a consistent struggle for peace and 
constant read’ness to rebuff any aggressor. We will not deviate from this 
principle a single step so long as those who love to play with fire exist on 
earth!" 


Today our Armed Forces really are powerful and this frightens the imperialist 
politicians and strategists who see in Soviet military might an insurmountable 
obstacle to carrying out their aggressive plans. But as emphasized by USSR 
Minister of Defense Ustinov, our might is a great boon for peace on earth. Our 
might now is the bulwark of peace for everyone who fights against the threat 
of a new world war.

MOTORIZED RIFLE UNITS: TRAINING FOR THE OFFENSE

{Text} /in commenting on the demonstration tactical problem on the topic 
"Motorized rifle platoon in the attack,” Lt Col A. Obukhov gave the reminder 
that the key to success lies in the personnel's knowledge and precise observ- 
ance of requirements of regulations, manuals and norms; and in every soldier's 
high discipline, which must be displayed in the irreproachable fulfillment of 
commands and signals and in faultless execution. Thus the work of strengthen- 
ing discipline in the process of improving servicemen's field schooling bears a 
complex character./ 


/Tactical problems and exercises are the apex of the military collective's com- 
bat activities, the touchstone which tests the readiness to follow precisely 
the demands of the discipline of fire, maneuver and combat as a whole. This is 
why, in drawing up the tactical problem plan, special attention was given to 
creating a complex and instructive situation requiring soldiers to place a high 
strain on their emotional and physical forces and spurring them to bold, deci- 
sive actions of initiative. / 


According to the tactical situation at hand the motorized rifle platoon 
commanded by Lt S. Grishan was to attack from the move an “enemy” who had 
managed to dig in on a favorable line, penetrate his defenses and develop the 
attack. 


The problem directur, company commander Sr Lt D. Kalinichenko, tuned the radio 
to the given frequency and passed on a command. 


The platoon deployed into an extended line, swiftly attacked the “enemy” 
strongpoint by following behind a tank and destroyed weapons emplacements 
which came to life. 


"Shaped charge, felled tree, left 20, tank in emplacement... Fire!" was the 
command given by Jr Sgt A. Mikhaylov. 


Gunner-operator Pvt V. Zavodovskiy hit the target with the very first round. 








"Gunner, with machinegun, thin bushes, drop 10, antitank rocket launcher, from 
the move, fire!" 


This was squad commander Sgt V. Varenko performing fire control... 


/Officer Obukhov reminded rally participants that the combat effectiveness of 
subunits and units is determined to a significant extent by a high degree of 
tactical-weapons training. During an attack each soldier must have maximum 
composure and be ready to act without delay, decisively carry out all commands 
received, and not just precisely, but independently as well; actively seek out 
targets, destroy them or, if this is impossible, give a target designation to 
comrades in arms. Each person's efficiency and faultless execution acquire 
exceptional importance here. / 


...Motorized riflemen are bending every effort to destroy the defenders’ anti- 
tank weapons. The squad and crew of the actached tank exchange prearranged 
signals to maintain continuous coordination. One senses that close coordina- 
tion has been arranged in the subunits. 


“Platoon, prepare to dismount!" came Lt Grishan's next command over the 


radio... 


/"An enormous role is played in combat by the execution and coordinated actions 
of motorized riflemen and tankers at the moment of dismounting," remarked 
Obukhov. "Success of the attack depends on this to no small extent. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that in the time it takes the motorized riflemen to 
leave the combat vehicle the distance between them and the tank increases 
sharply. The tank may prove to be without motorized infantry support, and the 
soldiers without an armor shield."/ 


/In this phase of activities each soldier must fulfill demands of the combat 
regulations and manuals especially precisely and display high moral-combat 
qualities./ 


...Attackers dismount in an organized manner. Leaping from the BMP [infantry 
fighting vehicle], the soldiers deployed into a skirmish line and pushed for- 
ward behind the tank, conducting intense fire. Squad commanders Sgt V. 
Varenko, Jr Sgt A. Nam and Jr Sgt A. Mikhaylov update missions for the soldiers 
ind give target designations on the move. 


Taking advantage of folds in the terrain, the infantry fighting vehicles 
advance behind them, destroying the defenders’ personnel and weapons. 


Gunner-operator Komsomol Member A. Pechennikov acts boldly. Flashes winked 
ithead and to the left. The target was a heavy machinegun. A grenade launcher 
revealed itself by a bright flash in the distance. Which target was more 
important? The sergeant made the only correct decision in a matter of 
seconds. He destroyed the machinegun with short bursts, then shifted fire to 
the RPG |antitank rocket launcher]. Extensive practical experience and a high 
feeling of responsibility to the military collective had an effect. The fact 
is that the “enemy” machinegun, which was on the order of 300 m away, could 
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knock out an entire squad, but it was some 700 m to the rocket launcher and 
consequently it could not “reach” the infantry fighting vehicle. 


The fighting reached special intensity at the mixed minefields. 


/"The slightest delay here by the attackers, even isolated displays of care- 
lessness and lack of discipline on the part of the servicemen, can lead to 
serious consequences and, in the final account, to failure of the attack,” 
commented the officer. "Therefore it is very important to follow strictly pro- 
cedures for crossing a passage established ahead of time, with precise organi- 
zation of coordination, and cross it swiftly."/ 


At the platoon commander's signal 2d Squad, attacking in the center of the com- 
bat formation, closed up into a column of twos and rushed behind the tank into 
the passage through the minefield. The squad commander and machinegunner moved 
at the head of the column, firing on the move. The Ist and 3d squads stepped 
up fire against the forward edge of the strongpoint. 


As soon as 2d Squad began to emerge from the minefield passage and deploy into 
a skirmish line, the right-flank squad rushed to follow. Each of them quickly 
reformed and negotiated the minefield passage under reliable covering fire of 
the tank and adjacent squads. The soldiers closed with the defenders and threw 
grenades on the “enemy.” The platoon burst into the first trench at full 
strength... 

/"In carrying out this move," emphasized the officer, “it is very important to 
ensure that all soldiers throw grenades simultaneously. This stuns the enemy 
and assures the attackers’ safety. A grenade thrown late may injure those 
attacking ahead. Therefore it is especially important here to adhere strictly 
to established rules and display high discipline."/ 


The company commander ended the problem with a brief critique of platoon 
actions. In conclusion he emphasized that with high discip!ine and proficiency 
of the military collective, a subunit is capable of overcoming even an enemy 
superior in strength, which is what was demonstrated in the problem.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


IMPROVING CIVIL DEFENSE TRAINING AT ENTERPRISES

[Text] Guided by the precepts of V. I. Lenin and the proceedings of the 26th CPSU 
Congress, the party and government are taking measures to ensure reliable defense 
of our lomeland, to improve the USSR Armed Forces and Civil Defense, and to instill 
in Soviet citizens a high degree of vigilance. 


Effectiveness and quality of work performance, a search for innovation, display of 
initiative, extensive adoption of advanced know-how, improvement in style of leader- 
ship, verification and rendering of assistance -- all these demands of the 26th 
CPSU Congress apply in full measure to civil defense headquarters and services. 

This is why I would like to share with this journal's readers some thoughts on ful- 
filling these demands applicable to organization of the training and indoctrination 
process in the training year which has just commenced. 


Last year's results indi-ate that at many economic installations in the RSFSR there 
has been a noticeable improvement in the quality of training leader and command per- 
sonnel, nonparamilitary units and the general public. This is due primarily to the 
fact that civil defense headquarte.s and services planned with greater precision 
practical drills and exercises taking into account their own specific production 
features, built quality training facilities, and equipped instructors with advanced 
methodology. Here is an example. 


the Voronezh Aircraft Plant is considered to be the city's top installation as 
regards accomplishment of civil defense training measures, and is considered to be 
a socialist competition leader among the city's enterprises and facilities. It is 
quite beneficial that the civil defense headquarters (A. Rykov, chief of staff) 
places emphasis on practical work by the labor force on response to attack alert 
warnings, with all workers and employees meeting performance standards, for which 
the requisite training facilities have been established. They constantly maintain 
the nonparamilitary units in a high state of readiness. Recently they took part in an 
exercise and received high marks for a skilled and well-coordinated performance in 
a “stricken area." 
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It is important to note that higher headquarters more closely monitored execution of 
training schedules and gave effective assistance directly at installations in or- 
ganizing the training process. 


But it would be a big mistake not to see, in addition to achieved successes, 
deficiencies in organization of training. They are revealed in the course of 
scheduled inspections. Analyzing the causes of failure tu observe the training 
process, and failure to hold drills and exercises at a given facility, one reaches 
the conclusion that these intolerable phenomena are mt mly a result a errors in planning 
but also inability, and sometimes disinclination as well, to coordinate civil 
defense training schedules more closely with production schedules. 


What measures must be taken to ensure that such deficiencies are not repeated? Let 
us examine this in greater detail, considering the various categories of trainees. 


First we shall discuss training of leader and command personnel. Experience in- 
dicates that training classes are conducted in a lively and interesting manner, 

with good return on effort only at those facilities where leaders and commanders 

are armed with advanced methods and are thoroughly knowledgeable about civil defense. 
Initially all this is acquired at civil defense training courses, and is subsequent- 
ly improved in the process of commander training directly at facilities and, most im- 
portant, in the course of training drills. 


In the current training year we assigned the following task to all civil defense 
training courses: sharply to improve the quality of training of leader and command 
personnel, specialists in the various branches and sectors of the economy, and 
commanders of nonparamilitary units. It is demanded that training courses become 
genuine training methods centers, at which enrolled personnel become enriched with 
the know-how of advanced training methods. In October-November of this year short 
training methods courses were held at all locations for training course directors, 
while courses of training will be held prior to the beginning of the summer period 
on problems of organization of training methods work and exchange of information. 
Foreman and instructor days are held each quarter. 


A review-competition is held to determine the best training courses and best train- 
ing facilities at civilian enterprises. This will help correct many deficiencies, 
particularly where training courses are still housed in ill-suited quarters. In 

the course of competition it is recommended not only to refurbish one's own training 
facilities but also extensively to utilize for practical trainee drills the 
facilities of economic enterprises, in order to bring the training process closer to 
the daily activities of enterprises, kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


Measures have been specified for improving commander training directly at enter- 
prises. It is important to create conditions whereby enterprise executive officials, 
shop and department supervisors, and commanders on nonparamilitary units work con- 
stantly at commander training classes to master methods of teaching techniques and 
modes of protection against mass destruction weapons. An example shown by leader 
personnel, all those who personally train workers, employees, and nonparamilitary 
civil defense units is one of the main conditions for effectiveness and quality of 
training classes. It is essential that enterprise headquarters staffs and all our 
training courses give them every assistance in this noble undertaking, conducting 

















instructor-methods and demonstration classes, synthesizing and actively adopting the 
experience and know-how of leaders in socialist competition. 


Training of nonparamilitary units has a number of important features. This is the 
vanguard of every work force, which in the very first moment of an emergency 
situation should be prepared for vigorous and selfless actions in combined stricken 
areas, as well as at a time of natural diasters. This is why emphasis in this 

new training year is being placed on sharply reducing the time required for all 
units to become ready to perform rescue and emergency repair activities. Toward 
this end, in addition to special tactical drills and exercises in a complex situa- 
tion, it is recommended that after-hours practice sessions on alerting «and 
assembling personnel be held. 


In training civil defense units, there should be no unnecessary relaxation of 
demands or situation simplification. It is necessary that all individuals, crews, 
elements and teams thoroughly master their specialties, skillfully utilize equipment 
in performing their assigned missions, work at full physical and mental effort, 
become mentally toughened, and have the ability to gain their bearings in the most 
unexpected situations. 


The importance of all this was confirmed this past summer, when forest fires and 
peat-bog fires broke out in a number of oblasts in the RSFSR, plus typhoons and 
flooding rains in the Far East. Many nonparamilitary units were given a real test 
of their ability to fight natural disasters, displaying courage and heroism in 
saving lives and property. 


In Lvanovskaya Oblast, for example, the civil defense unit at the Pistsovo Weaving 
Mill, in extinguishing a fire, protected a 15-hectare grainfield from the flames. 
Particular skill in this fire-fighting operation was displayed by fire fighters 

A. Kondrat'yev, Ye. Tarasov, S. Vorob'yeva, and N. Kornilov. The village of 
Ol"khovka in Sakhalinskaya Oblast was endangered by floods. Bus driver V. 
Zavodskov and light tracked tractor drivers V. Novikov and V. Chernikov, members of 
the civil defense unit of the local motor transport enterprise, came to the as- 
sistance of the villagers. They rescued 80 children from the flood danger area. 
There were a great many such examples. 


Obviously accumulated experience in fighting natural disasters must be utilized to 
a maximum degree in the training process when studying the various training topic 
items. In particular, analyzing the actions of units in extinguishing forest fires 
and peat-bog fires, we reached the conclusion that there was a need to establish in 
these areas specialized independent mobile detachments or teams provided with 
vehicles and equipment, gear for protecting the respiratory organs, and heat- 
reflecting suits. Training of these teams on a regular scheduled basis should be 
handled by civil defense fire-fighting services, with emphasis on practical actions. 
With the onset of the forest-fire season, mobile detachments and teams can be 
quickly brought into a state of full readiness. There is also much to be done to 
improve the forest-fire reconnaissance and surveillance service and in training its 
personnel. 


I shall discuss matters of training the general public in protection against modern 
weapons. Work has been in progress for many years on accomplishing this task, but 
unresolved problems are revealed following each analysis of training results. 
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This is due in part to the fact that the general public in this country is condi- 
tionally divided into three principal groups: workers, kolkhoz farmers, and en- 
ployees; citizens not employed in the production of goods and services; young 
people enrolled in school. Each of these groups trains according to different 
programs, which naturally requires absolutely precise training activity planning and 
support, and continuous monitoring of training progress. Unfortunately civil 
defense headquarters do not always take into consideration this peculiarity and at 
times allow things to proceed in a haphazard manner. 


While workers, kolkhoz farmers and employees at economic enterprises undergo theo- 
retical and practical training in stable training groups headed by well-trained and 
prepared instructors, this -annot be said of the general public in the residential 
sector, where heads of housing agencies are responsible for organizing training. 
Some places lack the needed training facilities and experienced instructors. As a 
result, in many localities pensioners and housewives are not being involved in 
civil defense training. 


In the current training year it is necessary radically to change this abnormal 
situation and to create all the requisite conditions for holding training classes 
for pensioners and housewives. Civil defense headquarters staffs of cities, towns, 
rayons, and housing agencies must work hard to ensure that the training process in 
the residential sector takes place smoothly and according to schedule, without dis- 
ruptions and with decent training facilities. It is recommended that more represen- 
tatives of the community be recruited as training instructors, recruiting party 
members from territorial primary party organizations (reserve and retired officers, 
veterans of labor, plus others), as well as secondary-school students in the higher 
grades and college students who have been trained in civil defense curriculum. All 
training group instructors should definitely receive instruction in training 
courses, while work on matters of organizing training classes for the non-working 
segment of the public should be done with civil defense chiefs of housing agencies. 


We have amassed a wealth of experience in preparing for and holding combined enter- 
prise exercises. We must on the basis of this experience continue improving or- 
ganizational work during the preparation period and in the course of working on 
training tasks. Unfortunately one still encounters many instances where directors 
of combined enterprise exercises become carried away with listening to so-called 
oral reports by subordinates on various matters, which takes up considerable time. 
But this is not the main thing. The main thing is correctly to direct the prac- 
tical actions of the trainees, to achieve efficient and full utilization of units 
and all types of equipment in the conduct of rescue and emergency repair activities, 
and to demand practical execution of duties by all officials. Departure from this 
demand frequently leads to formalism and passiveness on the part of command and 
control agencies, which has a negative effect on the actions of subordinate manpower 
and equipment. 


in this training year we must sharply improve the effectiveness and quality of conm- 
bined exercises with groups at small facilities and simultaneously with all facili- 
ties situated on the territory of rural soviets. Until recently little attention 
was devoted to selection and training of exercise directors. We now advise that 
directors be mandatorily trained in advance in civil defense training courses. 
Personnel from higher headquarters and civil defense training courses are assigned 
to each group to give methodological assistance. 
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In conclusion I should like to return to the matter of further addition to and 
improvement of training facilities. Im this connection we attach great importance 
to the discussion of the article "The Voronezh Experiment," which has been taking 
place on the pages of this journal. Indeed, a model training center has been set up 
in Voronezh and much has been done t» ensure that all other training units 
(training facilities and stations) are kept and fully utilized as a thrifty manager 
would do. In the near future we plan to hold a meeting of oblast, kray and 
autonomous republic civil defense headquarters chiefs of staff at one of these 
training centers, at which we shall once again discuss the direction to take in 
growth and development of civil defense training facilities. 


At the same time one should not ignore utilization of technical training devices. 
They must be more boldly incorporated in civil defense training courses, at train- 
ing establishments and at enterprises, with strict oversight over use of films on 
civil defense topics and, working together with film rental offices, ensuring that 
such films are shown at recreation centers, training stations and in classrooms, 
so that these films are viewed by the greatest possible number of people. 


As we see, improvement of the training process demands of civil defense head- 
quarters staffs, services and training courses considerable organizational work, 
innovative search and initiative.

EMERGENCY WORK AFTER TYPHOON 'PHYLLIS* DESCRIBED

[Text] Typhoon "Phyllis" recently swept over the island of Sakhalin. 

It dumped up to 300 mn of rain within a short period of time -- one 
third normal annual precipitation. The drenching downpours and gale- 
force winds caused the rivers to overflow. Dwellings, bridges, and 
roads were demolished, while telephone and power transmission lines were 
knocked down. There was considerable flooding of farmland. The 
southern and central parts of the oblast particularly suffered. 


Civil defense headquarters and services of the oblast, cities and towns, rayons 
and enterprises were working extremely hard on these days. They were directing 
the activities of nonparamilitary units in the most dangerous areas, and were 
reporting to party and soviet agencies on progress in rescue and emergency 
repair operations. Priority went to disaster victims. 


During the night rescue teams with equipment and buses assembled by the bridge 
across the Susuya River. The river was rising with catastrophic swiftness, threaten- 
ing to inundate the Vladimirovka area. I. Borodin, civil defense chief in the town 
of Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk, decided that the residents of Vladimirovka had to be 

evacuated. The last bus loaded with evacuees was proceeding down the street as the 
seething waters of the river were beginning to advance. Law enforcement agencies, 
health care, trade and food services, working in close coordination, were doing every- 
thing possible to place approximately 4,000 evacuees as quickly as possible and to 
provide them with food and medical assistance. 


The local residents were grateful for the assistance. Nobody, even the old-timers, 
expected flooding of such a magnitude. 


The residents of the town of Aniva also acutely experienced the destructive force 
of "Phyllis": only one building in the entire town was not flooded. But thanks to 
decisive actions by the civil defense units and the townspeople, they were able to 
cope with the consequences of the typhoon. Within 24 hours the people were 
returning and beginning to repair the damage. 
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in the general flow of information being received at oblast civil defense head- 
quarters, there were many reports of flooded buildings, factories, threatened 
reservoirs, embankments, and bridges. In the oblast administrative center there 
was a real danger that water would begin spilling out of the reservoir, flooding 
additional areas. In addition, the populace would be without drinking water. They 
made the only correct decision: to release water through the bypass canal. Downed 
trees formed a barrier in the path of the civil defense vehicles and personnel. 
The emergency crews, directed by canal civil defense chief M. Zvyagin, in spite of 
the gale-force winds and drenching downpour, accomplished their assigned task in a 
prompt and expeditious manner. 


The situation was no less difficult in the town of Korsakov. The town's civil 
defense headquarters, under the command of A. Budanov, sent men and equipment 
primarily to threatened areas. Here, just as in Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk, the 

reservoir was threatened. After reconnoitering the situation, engineer service 
chief Yu. Yanson spelled out what had to be done. In order to save the dam, it 
was necessary quickly to dig divergtn canals. An example of selfless labor was dis- 
played in this work by party member L. Sidorenko, an active participant in all 
civil defense activities. 


The Korsakov Bread Combine was partially flooded. The combine employees, however, 
working in water up to their waist, kept the town continuously supplied with 
bread. 


Frequently victims could be reached only by air. Sakhalin's aviators once again 
confirmed their expertise. The MI-2 helicopter flown by G. Miroshnikov remained in 
the air 2 days running, from morning to late in the evening. It was delivering 
bread to children and helping farmers save their feed supplies. 


The people at headquarters could not help but recall civil defense exercises which 
had been held in different years, at which they had performed similar tasks. Take, 
for example, the situation which developed in Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk. A great many 
people on their way home from vacation were trapped in the oblast administrative 
center. How could they help them get home? Previously they had worked out varia- 
tions of evacuation by all modes of transportation, including by sea. In this case 
there was only one possible choice: transport the people by sea via Korsakov on 
"Sakhalin" clase ferries. And the ferry crews performed this task expeditiously. 
Now, when the main roads have been restored to service, people warmly recall the 
ferry crews who came to their resque. 


All manpower and equipment available to the civil defense oblast communications ser- 
vice were used to restore downed lines to service. At oblast civil defense head- 
quarters they considered the possibility of using ministry facilities for super- 
vising repair operations. Communications equipment of the various services, -- fire- 
fighting, preservatica of public order, engineer and others -- helped direct the 
units at the most critical moment. 


Downed lines were restored to service in two stages: at the first stage temporary 
communications were established, particularly with the mainland, and at the second 
stage -- communications were fully restored. With all the roads out, repair crews 
used helicopters to reach difficult-access locations. For example, the emergency 
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repair crew of the Aleksandrovsk Technical-Maintenance Comaunications Center, headed 
by B. Krivenko, succeeded after great effort in putting into service a trunk line 
linking the oblast with the mainland. 


The power engineers were accomplishing no less difficult tasks. Several towers were 
in a bad way. Repair crews headed by B. Lankin and R. Nizamov reached one of these 
towers by rubber raft. With the aid of cables and winches, they were able to 
secure the tower and restore electric service to the customers. 


The Lyutoga River is a favorite recreation spot for the people of Sakhalin, offer- 
ing good fishing throughout the year. But during these difficult days fishermen 
along the river were replaced by the members of nonparamilitary units with heavy 
equipment. They were repairing the tracks on a washed-out section of th2> Yuzhno- 
Sakhalinsk-Aniva rail line. It was necessary to move thousands of cubic meters of 
dirt in order to raise and reinforce the roadbed. Units of Road Construction Ad- 
ministration No i soon had the trains back in service. 


A total of 200 kilometers of road, not including unpaved roads and access. roads, 
were quickly repaired. Decisions were made on the basis of reliable informacion 
and coordinated with oblast disaster headquarters. 


Uglegorsk was on the wire. They reported that men and equipment were needed to 
perform a large amount of road work on the stretch between Krasnogorsk and 
Uglegorsk. They decided to send a composite civil defense detachment to the spot 
immediately, a detachment based on a motor transport column. It included separate 
units of the communications, fire-fighting, medical and civil defense police ser- 
vices. 


The detachment assembled in full complement on Victory Square in Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk. 
Vehicle motors quieted, as just before a decisive battle. The column contained 

30 dump trucks and 12 special vehicles. Detachment commander V. Borisov gave a 
brief report. CPSU oblast committee secretary A. Nadsadin warmly greeted the 
drivers and men of the service units. People from the State Motor Vehicle Inspec- 
tion checked the vehicles, while medical personnel checked medical supplies. 
Restaurant trust director V. Vasil'kin gave final instructions to mobile kitchen 
personnel. This unit was manned primarily by young female Komsomol members. They 
had taken part in numerous special tactical exercises, and now they would be test- 
ing their knowledge in a practical way. 


Executing a march, the detachment successfully carried out its assigned task. 
Repair and cleanup activities following typhoon "Phyllis" were complicated by the 
fact that the island was hit by two more typhoons: "Ted" and "Agnes." But everyone 


was ready for them, and they were also of considerably less force. 


"Give me your situation report." Oblast civil defense chief of staff A. Fedorenko 
usually would begin the late-evening operations meeting with these words. 


The situation was returning to normal day by day. Communications were restored, as 
was rail and motor traffic to the majority of stricken localities; dwellings were 
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being repaired. In short, life was returning to normal. Man, who had joined 
battle with the elements, had emerged victorious.

DISCUSSION ON CIVIL DEFENSE TRAINING CENTERS

[Text] The question of establishing civil defense training centers is not new per 
se, but there are a number of new elements in the Voronezh experiment. 


Meriting attention first and foremost is the training center's equipment, which 
creates conditions for holding special tactical and demonstration exercises, com 
petitions with various nonparamilitary units, exercises for territorial units, drills 
with students enrolled at higher educational institutions and secondary specialized 
schools, training conferences for leader personnel, practical instruction classes 
for civilian school military training officers, etc. 


Of course such a center makes it possible to train the personnel of nonparamilitary 
units in conditions maximally approaching real situations, and promotes developing 
in them excellent moral-psychological qualities and instillment of courage. 


In recent years we in the Ukraine have also amassed certain experience in utilizing 
civil defense training centers. In Simferopol', for example, such a center was 
built in 1979 on a large vacant lot on the edge of town. This facility contains a 
civil defense classroom, bomb shelters and fallout shelters, areas for working on 
civil defense performance standards, and training stations for practice drills by 
reconnaissance, emergency rescue, medical and other units. Structural-demolition 
rubble has been placed on the center's ground, and frames of two-story buildings 
have been erected; downed power transmission and telephone lines and ruptured 
utility lines are simulated. An area has been set up with rubble-covered bomb 
shelters, at which techniques of escaping from such shelters are practiced. Rescue 
and emergency repair operations can be practiced on the grounds of the training 
center by composite rescue detachment personnel and civil defense services units. 
Various activities at the city and oblast level are conducted at this training 
facility. 


They also held at this facility an exercise for urban rayon leader personnel, with 
a demonstration of rescue operations in a combined stricken area. Recently oblast 
competitions for medical and reconnaissance teams from enterprises were held at 
this training center. The training center is also currently being used by civil 
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defense units from many enterprises lacking their own training centers, for 
practical work on rescue and emergency repair operations. A similar training center 
has been established in the city of Nikolayev. 


Unit personnel can train on actions in burning buildings, crossing heavily smoke- 
obscured areas and areas contaminated by chemical agents. Training center facili- 
ties are used for training classes for personnel of first aid detachments, mobile 
kitchens, as well as for holding competitions between civil defense services units. 
Practical training activities for persons enrolled in civil defense courses are 
also held here. 


Utilizing the experience of Simferopol’ and Nikolayev, work has begun on building 
training centers in Dnepropetrovsk, Ternopol', and Novograd-Volynsk. In Severo- 
donetsk, Voroshilovgradskaya Oblast, a training center is being set up om a co- 
operative basis on the grounds of several enterprises. 


We believe, however, that we should by no means minimize the significance of train- 
ing facilities established at the majority of enterprises. They essentially 
provide practical training for civil defense unit personnel and make it possible 

to work on meeting civil defense performance standards and to accomplish other 
training tasks in the specific conditions of a given enterprise. 


In addition, training facilities in rural localities play an important role in 
practical training of civil defense command personnel and units. It is not possible 
to transport kolkhoz civil defense unit personnel to a training center located, for 
example, in a rayon seat. The time allocated for studying the training curriculum 
is so limited that the rural populace should be trained at local facilities: on 
livestock units, in kolkhoz farmyards, in machine shops, vehicle and equipment park- 
ing areas, etc. 


It is unquestionably advisable to establish training centers in oblast administra- 
tive centers and in cities and towns with a large number of industrial plants, in 
order to improve the quality of practical training of civil defense unit personnel, 
in order to introduce into the training process elements of stress, surprise, and 
complexity, which are characteristic of an actual war situation, as well as for 
further expanding and improving training facilities. Land of little development 
value, vacant land, and ravines are used for this purpose. Training center grounds 
should not be less than 8-10 hectares. These grounds should contain the principal 
types of physical damage characteristic of nuclear-stricken areas, a psychological 
(fire) obstacle course, an assembly area for forming up units, and an area for 
decontamination and medical treatment activities. The site should contain bodies 
of water, good a:cess roads, and there should be sites for lining up equipment 
and personnel in formation. Such a training center, in contrast to a smaller 
training facility, can alsobe used to conduct a broader range of training activi- 
ties: demonstration and inspection exercises, training methods instruction courses 
for civil defense course production training instructors and supervisors, personnel 
enrolled in training courses, training classes for college students and students 
enrolled at general-curriculum secondary schools and vocational schools, and com- 
petitions with various units. 
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The need for civil defense training centers for large cities is obvious. It is 
dictated first and foremost by the increased demands in recent yzars on training 
leader personnel, command personnel, and nonparamilitary units in techniques and 
methods of protection against weapons of mass destruction. 


We should note that serious difficulties are possible in building training centers, 
difficulties connected with obtaining land, requisite building materials, manpower, 
arranging for security, etc. Experience in building training facilities indicates, 
however, that with the assistance of party, soviet and economic agencies, civil 
defense headquarters and courses can successfully accomplish these tasks.

LECTURE ON WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION

[Text] The principal tasks in studying the topic “Characteristics of the Weapons of 
Mass Destruction of Foreign Armies" are reinforcement and deepening of the knowledge 
which has already been acquired by students on this subject, instillment in these 
students of a hatred toward imperialism and at the same time a feeling of pride in 
the achievements of Soviet science, which has shown mankind the way to use atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes, and which has developed nuclear weapons for the sake 
of defense of the homeland. 





All four classes are theoretical. The instructor's lecture is accompanied by dis- 
play of diagrams on civil defense (ninth class), training films, and individual 
filmstrip frames. In explaining the material it is desirable to utilize intersub- 
ject links with history, physics, chemistry and mathematics. 


The first topic item (nuclear weapons and their characteristics, types of nuclear 
bursts) constitutes an introduction, as it were, with approximately 10 minutes al- 
located. The instructor can begin by relating how the United States developed this 
new weapon in secrecy from its allies in the struggle against fascism and in con- 
ditions not dictated by the necessities of war, and how the Unite! States dropped 
atomic bombs on the Japanese cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


In the interests of the defense of the homeland, the Soviet people were compelled 
rapidly to develop their own nuclear weapons, and subsequently Strategic Rocket 
Forces as well. 


The instructor then gives a concise definition of nuclear weapons as the most power- 
ful mass destruction weapon, the effect of which is based on utilization of intra- 
nuclear energy released in the explosion. Using Diagram 2, he defines nuclear air- 
burst, contact surface buret, underground explosion, and underwater nuclear explo- 
sion. 


The instructor takes approximately 20 minutes to explain the second topic item 
(casualty-producing elements of a nuclear burst and means of protection against 
them). The instructor accompanies his lecture with showing individual frames from 
the filmstrips “Weapons of Mass Destruction" and "What One Should Know About Nuclear 
Weapons.”

Describing the shock wave as the principal factor (approximately 50 percent of total 
energy) of a nuclear burst, the instructor notes that its casualty-producing effect 
is determined by the magnitude of overpressure (above atmospheric) and velocity of 
air movement in the wave front. The degree to which persons and objects are af- 
fected depends on the yield and type of burst, as well as distance from it, terrain 
relief, and location of objects. 


Showing frames from the filmstrip “What One Should Know About Nuclear Weapons,” he 
explains that the rate of shock wave propagation drops off rapidly with distance 
from ground zero. This time must be utilized for emergency protective measures. 


Before discussing the effect of luminous radiation, the instructor should ask the 
Students what they know about this casualty-producing element. Then the instructor 
should synthesize their replies and explain that the active effect of luminous 
radiation does not last longer than 20 seconds, depending on the yield of the 
nuclear device. Light does not penetrate through opaque materials, and therefore 
any barrier which casts a shadow protects one against the direct effect of 

luminous radiation, and consequently against burns. Blast shelters and fallout 
shelters offer the most effective protection. 


In discussing the third casualty-producing element -- penetrating radiation -- the 
instructor guides the students to the conclusion that an unprotected person on open 
ground is subjected to the danger of radiation sickness, while the simplest shelter, 
such as a covered slit trench, for example, significantly attenuates radiation, 

and a soil layer 80 cm thick provides practically complete protection against 
radiation. 


Explaining the term "radioactive contamination of ground," the instructor draws the 
student's attention to a number of specific features of this casualty-producing 
element. It is distinguished by an extensive area of contamination (the fallout 
zone downwind of a nuclear burst may extend hundreds of kilometers, while the 
width of this zone may amount to tens of kilometers) and difficulty of detection 
(only with the aid of radiation-monitoring instruments). 


A characteristic feature of radioactive contamination is a drop in radiation level 
with the passage of time, due to the continuous decay of radioactive substances. 
Showing frames from the filmstrip "What One Should Know About Nuclear Weapons,” 
the instructor stresses that protection against radioactive contamination is 
provided by shelters, personal protective gear, and special medical preparations. 


Electromagnetic pulse is less well known than the other four nuclear burst 
casualty-producing elements. Its mechanism of occurrence is fairly complicated, 
and therefore it is desirable that it be discussed during a physics lesson. This 
is an instance where intersubject links in studying civil defense are not only 
desirable but essential. 


The instructor in turn can explain to the students that a nuclear burst produces 
an electromagnetic field, which is the source of an electromagnetic pulse. A 
peculiarity of the latter is an ability to propagate tens and hundreds of kilo- 
meters in the ambient medium as well as along various communication and utility 
lines, including electric power and water supply systems. 
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An electromagnetic pulse can knock communication and electric power lines as well as 
various equipment out of commission. It penetrates insulation, melts wires, and can 
cause instruments to ignite, thus causing fires. Semiccnductor and integrated-cir- 
cuit equipment is especially sensitive to this fifth factor. 


There are ways and means of protecticn against an electromagnetic pulse. In peace- 
time they are employed to increase equipment reliability and to ensure safe equip- 
ment operation. These include good grounding, various protective devices, etc. 


Proceeding to present the third topic item (specific features of the casualty- 
producing effect of neutron warheads), the instructor should stress the aggressive- 
ness of U.S. imperialism, which for the sake of promoting its selfish interests is 
willing to commit any crimes. It is presently possessed by the idea of using so- 
called “neutron weapons." These weapons boil down essentially to the following: 

by altering the structural design and yield of a nuclear warhead and the conditions 
of detonation, the ratio of casualty-producing elements is redistributed in the 
direction of penetrating radiation, and an increased neutron flux. In a normal 
nuclear warhead 5 percent of the energy is expended on penetrating radiation, while 
it rises to 40 percent in a neutron-type warhead. 


With neutron warheads, the size of the penetrating radiation casualty radius is 
several times the shock wave casualty radius. Within this zone equipment and 
buildings may remain undamaged, while personnel will receive lethal doses. 


Materials which attenuate radiation can protect against a neutron flux as well as 
against gamma radiation. According to information in the foreign press, for 
example, concrete walls 50 centimeters thick absorb 90 percent of neutrons. 
Multiple-layer combined materials made of plastics are even more effective. 


At the end of the class the instructor summarizes the material and, as a homework 
assignment, asks the students to answer the following question, for example: why is 
it that in movies we see that when there is an explosion fragments of buildings 

and other objects displace toward the center of the blast, not in the direction of 
propagation of the shock wave? 


The second class session should begin with checking accomplishment of the homework 
assignment by the combined questioning method. While two students answer the 
question at the board, two others can answer orally. The others listen attentively 
to thelr comrades and, if necessary, correct them. Not more than 12 minutes are 
spent on this homework check. 


Presentation of the first two topic items (nuclear attack stricken zone, zone of 
physical destruction and their characteristics) takes approximately 25 minutes. The 
instructor employs the following visual aids: Diagram 3, and the filmstrip "Weapons 
of Mass Destruction.” He defines the stricken area, describes the zones of total 
destruction, heavy, moderate and light damage, and draws on the board a table in 
which he places figures which apply to a l-megaton nuclear warhead (airburst). He 
instructs the students to copy the table in their notebooks. 


The instructor then proceeds to discuss radioactive contamination zones. He reminds 
them that radioactive fallout occurs downwind of a nuclear burst. In Diagram z 
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there is a figure which clearly shows that the ground within the radioactive fall- 
out area is not uniformly contaminated. Therefore the fallout plot is usually 
divided into zones: dangerous (C), heavy (B), and moderate (A) contamination. 


The instructor then discusses radiation doses, radiation levels, and their units of 
measurement. He emphasizes that each seven-fold increase in time which has passed 
since a nuclear burst leads to an approximately 10-fold drop in radiation level. 


To reinforce assimilation of the material, it is advisable to have the students 
solve one or two problems of approximately the following content. Radiation level 
4 r/h; what radiation dose will be received by an unprotected person who spends one 
hour in the contamination zone? Thirty minutes? The answer is 40 and 20 r 
respectively. Radiation dose (D), taking decline in radiation levels into account, 
is determined with the following formula: 


paTaur tin x t, 


where rj, is the radiation level at the moment a person enters the zone or commence- 
ment of irradiation; roy -- radiation level at the moment a person exits from the 
zone or end of irradiation; t -- time spent in contamination zone. 


The instructor uses the remaining 5 to 10 minutes to reinforce the lesson material. 
He instructs the students not only to go through the material once again at home, 
but also to prepare for a discussion on the chemical weapons of foreign armies and 
to recall what they know about this subject. 


The following topic items are studied during the third class session: the enemy's 
chemical weapons and signs which reveal that they are being employed; a brief 
description of toxic chemical agents, their casualty-producing properties and methods 
of protection against them; chemical agent stricken area, primary and secondary 
contamination zones. 


In commencing his presentation of the new material, the instructor notes that the 
imperialists are not even stopping at the use of such weapons as chemical weapons. 
During the war in Vietnam the United States in the period of just a year applied 
toxic chemicals to an area of approximately 1 million hectares of cultivated land 
and poisoned almost 300,000 persons. But this did not bring success to the 
aggressors or shatter the will of the heroic Vietnamese people. 


The students are then instructed to define chemical weapons and discuss the signs 
which give away their employment. The instructor should add to and refine their 
answers. 


The following items should be covered at the class session: classification of toxic 
chemical agents; description of various types of chemical agents, their effects on 
the organism and paths of penetration into the human system; protection against 
chemical agents. Diagram 4 will help understand the material. The student can copy 
it in their notebooks. 


When detining chemical agent stricken area, the instructor emphasizes the relation- 
ship between its size and the quantity and mode of employment and type of chemical 
agents, weather and other conditions. In the lower figure of Diagram 4 he points 
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to the immediate contamination zone (primary) and the zone of propagation of 
chemical agent fumes and aerosols (secondary), and describes them. At the end of 
the class session the instructor should run the second part of the film "Chemical 
Weapons and Projection Against Then”. 


Bacteriological (biological) weapons are studied at the fourth, final class session. 
The instructor defines these weapons, discusses the signs which give away their 
employment, and discusses the ways biological weapons penetrate into the human or- 
ganisn. 


Giving a brief description of pathogenic organisms and bacterial poisons, the 
instructor draws the students’ attention to certain peculiarities of their 

casualty effect. These include a high casualty-producing capability, persistence, 
existence of a latent (incubation) period, capability of a number of diseases to 

be transmitted from a sick to a healthy person, difficulty of detecting micro- 
organisms, that is, the fact of infection, and complexity of diagnosis of affections. 


Group and personal protective ensembles are employed in a bacteriological weapon 
stricken area, and preventive measures are taken. A special regimen is adopted in 
a contaminated area -- quarantine or observation. 


Explaining the class material, the instructor can ask the students what they know 
about quarantine and how it differs from observation. 


It is essential to emphasize that such antiepidemic measures as identification of 
infected individuals or persons who have been in contact with them, and their 
hospitalization, performance of disinfection in buildings, and use of drugs to 
prevent infectious diseases presuppose active and conscious participation by the 
entire population, by each individual who has been in a contaminated area. Diagram 5 
serves as a visual aid during this class. In conclusion the instructor should show 
the filmstrip “The Danger of Bacteriological Weapons."

TRAINING AND RELATED ACTIVITIES 
Training for Draftees 
Moscow SOVETSKIY PATRIOT in Russian 2 Sep 81 p 3

Banner Volga Military District: “Outstanding Training for Draftees"] 


[Text] The strong technical and physical training of draftees in the Red 
Banner Volga Military District is accomplished both in the process of mandatory 
military training ‘orms and during mass defense and sports work. Those who 
completed a DOSAAF school, received a specialty in the labor and vocational 
training system or engaged in technical and applied military sports join combat 
formation faster and with less input. 


The district military council keeps its attention focused constantly on the 
status of civilian military training. DOSAAF training organizations of 
Penzenskaya Oblast and the Tatarskaya ASSR achieve high indicators in training 
specialists. According to results of socialist competition they took first 
and second places respectively. The Balashov and Pugachev automobile schools 
of Saratovskaya Oblast, the Kuybyshev Joint Technical School, Penza Automobile 
School, and Kazan’ Radiotechnical and Automobile schools train draftees well. 


Just what sets these training organizations apart from others? What is the 
reason that assigned tasks are accomplished more successfully there? 


Constant concern is shown here for complete staffing with qualified instruc- 
tors and masters, with special attention given to raising their specialized 
and methods training. The foremost collectives understand well that the task 
of preparing a reserve can be accomplished with high quality only in the pres- 
ence of a complex of physical and technical means for training in established 
specialties in conformity with requirements of training plans and programs. 
Workers of these training organizations not only outfit classrooms with 
information materials, parts, assemblies and technical training equipment, but 
also organize training centers, motor pools, car racing tracks, maintenance 
points and workshops, which helps develop the cadets’ practical skills. 


Unfortunately, however, the situation is not as favorable everywhere. For 
example, recent inspections of Saratovskaya Oblast and the Mordovskaya ASSR 
showed that automobile drivers still are not given sufficient practical skills 
in servicing equipment, remedying fauits en route or driving vehicles under 











difficult road conditions. Radio specialists are poorly trained in techniques 
of maintaining stable communications under difficult conditions of the elec- 
tronic situation and interference. 


The reason for poor military-technical training of draftees is as follows. 
First of all, it is the poor selection of masters of production training in 
driving. For example, of their total number in Saratovskaya Oblast and Mor- 
dovskaya ASSR 86.2 and 73.2 percent respectively have only a secondary or 
incomplete secondary education. 


Secondly, the lagging collectives do not devote proper attention to increasing 
the specialized and methods knowledge of instructors and masters. The chiefs 
of DOSAAF training organizations monitor the quality of classes irregularly. 
Pedagogic councils basically discuss only organizetional-economic matters at 
their sessions. 


Now let's touch on the question of how preparation of the youth for military 
service is going in tekhnikums and vocational-technical schools. 


We will note that classes in a number of the vocational-technical education 
schools which were inspected are organized under oversimplified conditions: 
Explanation of new material and questioning is done from posters with available 
technical training equipment used ineffectively. For example, in the Ichalov- 
skiy [sic] SPTU [agricultural vocational-technical school]-10 of Mordovskaya 
ASSR practical laboratory classes on automobile design were held on different 
assemblies and classes on maintenance were held in an incompletely equipped 
classroom and on unserviceable, incomplete vehicles. 


I would like to mention the status of the physical training facility in par- 
ticular. There are some problems in the vocational-technical schools which 
were inspected. The main shortcoming lies in the low degree of completeness of 
vehicle assemblies and components and in the absence of car racing tracks and 
a sufficient number of motor pool and garage equipment and tools. 


Many training institutions have no basic devices for performing lubrication 

and filling operations and so on. People must not sit idly by in these areas. 
For example, at the SPTU-1 of the city of Arkadak, Saratovskaya Oblast, prac- 
tically not one model or device has been made by instructors, masters or pupils. 
Modern requirements for technical esthetics were not taken into account here in 
setting up classrooms and little use was made of components of written-off vehi- 
cles. 


One of the main tasks in mass defense and sports work of all those who organize, 
conduct and are responsible for civilian military training is the indoctrination 
of physically strong, hardy and healthy defenders of the socialist homeland. 
Physical conditioning and firm health are invariable conditions for every young 
person's readiness for military service. 


This matter is well arranged in GPTU [city vocational-technical school]-8 of 
the city of Penza (where the director is G. Gulyayev and military instructor is 
Capt (Res) A. Molyancv), the 47th Secondary School of the city of Penza (direc- 
tor V. Orachevskaya and military instructor Lt Col (Res) V. Krasnov), and the 
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Ul 'yanovsk Construction Tekhnikum (director V. Marchenko and military instruc- 
tor Sr Lt (Res) V. Mal'tsev). Draftees in these collectives demonstrate good 
or outstanding results in physical training and have high athletic achieve- 
ments. For example, pupils of the Ul'yanovsk Construction Tekhnikum have won 
29 cups in competitions. 


The best training institutions set aside a special place for selection of the 
military instructor and creation of a high-quality physical training facility 
for sports activities. Many directors of schools, PTU's [vocational-technical 
schools] and tekhnikums, and military instructors set up sports compounds and 
smallbore ranges through the pupils’ efforts without awaiting instructions 
"from above” for assistance from sponsors. There are many such examples. At 
its own initiative the Ul'yanovsk 57th Secondary School (director G. Vasil'yev 
and military instructor Lt Col (Res) A. Dergachev) organized a range for shoot- 
ing at 25 and 50 m. Students here can perfect their expertise daily. 


But the situation everywhere is not as required by regulating documents and 
upcoming military service. Some schools and training institutions, especially 
in Saratovskaya Oblast and Mordovskaya ASSR, pay little attention to develop- 
ing such physical qualities as strength, adroitness, speed and endurance. And 
where can they be developed if there is no appropriate athletic facility? 


lt was not by chance that in the 1980 inspection the physical preparedness of 
youths from Saratovskaya Oblast and Mordovskaya ASSR turned out to be low. 


The pursuit of figures concealing the true state of affairs also has a perni- 
cious influence. For example, of all the training organizations of Saratov- 
skaya Oblast inspected, only the Kalininsk lst Secondary School and the Saratov 
Petroleum Geology Prospecting Tekhnikum genuinely confirmed that they had 
passed the norms of the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] complex. GTO complex 
norms for pull-ups were not fulfulled by 28.4 percent of the youth in Saratov- 
skaya Oblast and by 39.8 percent in Mocdovskaya ASSR, while the result was even 
lower--60 percent--for draftees of Mariyskaya ASSR. 


lt ils difficult to believe that this was a discovery for those responsible for 
physical indoctrination of the growing generation in the oblast and republic. 


Military-technical and physical training of future soldiers demands a search 
for and application of new, effective work forms and adoption of an integrated 
approach to indoctrinating the youth for attaining the ultimate goal--giving 
the Armed Forces technically competent, hardy and physically developed defend- 
ers of the socialist M therland.

[Text] Soviet citizens are working persistently under Communist Party leader- 
ship to implement the grandiose tasks advanced by the historic 26th CPSU Con- 
gress. In addition to important resolutions on a further upswing in the 
national economy and on sociopolitical and social-cultural development, the 
forum of communists also outlined the main path for improvement of the Soviet 
physical culture movement. There is no more important task for us than to 
implement instructions of the CPSU CC General Secretary Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
that physical culture and sport today must be a part of the daily life of broad 
layers of the population. 


The 8th Summer Games of USSR Nations are intended to help accomplish the task of 
the mass attraction of workers, rural toilers, engineers, technicians, 
employees, students, and pupils of schools and PTU [vocational-technical 
schools] to regular sports activities and passing the norms of the GTO [Ready 
for Labor and Defense] complex. The joint decree on conduct of the Games was 
adopted by the AUCCTU Secretariat, Komsomol CC Secretariat, the USSR Council of 
Ministers Committee for Physical Culture and Sports and the USSR DOSAAF CC Pre- 
sidium Bureau. These games, which will take place under the badge of fulfill- 
ment of resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress, will become a review of the mass 
nature of our physical culture movement and at the same time a means for its 
further growth. Starting this year, they will be a very important sports event 
in national life for the next three years. 


Previous games have served as a powerful impetus for developing technical and 
applied military sports. Over 50 million of our athletes took part in starts 
of the 7th Games, with 11 million of them becoming ranking athletes. During 
competitions of the Games athletes set 185 world records. Thus the motto of 
the Soviet physical culture movement “From Massiveness to Mastery" is being 
implemented in fact. 


The Defense Society athletes achieved certain successes in fulfilling resolu- 
tions of the 8th All-Union DOSAAF Congress. From 1975 through 1980 the number 

of persons involved in motorcycle sport increased by 238,000, in automobile 

sport hy 510,000, in radio sport by 103,000 and in applied military combined games 
by ow and one half million persons. The growth in mass character was not slow in 
telling on proficiency. During the five-year period 7,000 USSR masters of 

sport and 280,000 candidates for master of sport and persons in the first cate- 
gory were prepared. There were 673 world, European and all-union records set, 
and more than 3,000 medals, half of which were gold, were won in international 
competitions. 


There is every basis to assume that the 8th Summer Games of USSR Nations will 

have an even greater mass character. Each year there are over a million compe- 
titions held in our country in technical and applied military sports with some 
45 million participants. Each year opportunities for a further growth increase 
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thanks to a reinforcement of the technical sports facilities in the Defense 
Society. In the last five-year plan, for example, capital investments for 
these purposes were almost 21 million rubles. Athletes received a number of 
modern sports facilities, some 1,000 automobiles, 36,000 motorcycles,a large 
number of smallbore weapons, 10,000 carts and other equipment. Several 
thousand technical sport clubs and some 100 children-youth technical sport 
schools have been set up and are functioning in the Society. 


The DOSAAF organizations of the Ukraine, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Moscow and 
a number of oblasts of the RSFSR, including Moscow and Kuybyshevskaya oblasts, 


Primorskiy Kra d Tatarskaya ASSR attained notable success in mass defense 
work. For exa Te, 8 Moscow competitions increased to 30,000 yearly and par- 


ticipants to 1.5 million. 


But there still are reserves for growth through better use of available facil- 
ities, which often stand empty or are used ineffectively, as well as better use 
of equipment and gear. More active work must be conducted with teenagers and 
the youth at places of residence, particularly in such sports as model build- 
ing, cart racing, shooting and radio sport. We have experience of such work. 
An example of this is the Belorussian DOSAAF organization where children's 
radio clubs and various technical circles are set up at places of residence. 


How will the 8th Games and competitions in technical and applied military 
sports take place? There will be mass starts in primary DOSAAF organizations 
in the first phase, which began this year. They are being organized and con- 
ducted without separation from production activities or studies and will con- 
tinue throughout the entire games. These competitions will be a review and 
test of technical sport and will demonstrate how resolutions of the 26th party 
congress are being fulfilled in the area of a further introduction of physical 
culture and sport in the daily lives of broad layers of the population. It is 
important to draw as many Society organizations and members and youth of pre- 
draft and draft ages as possible into contests of the first phase and take 
steps to set up new athletic teams in enterprise shops, kolkhoz brigades, 
institute faculties, establishments, schools of general education, PTU's and 
at places of residence. 


in the second phase there wili be games of rayons and cities with participants 
being teams of DOSAAF organizations located on the territory of a rayon or 
city. The program of these games will include competitions in the most 
massive technical and applied military sports. The third phase consists of 
games of autonomous republics, krays and oblasts. The fourth phase consists of 
games of union republics and the cities of Moscow and Leningrad. They will 
take place in the most popular sports included in the program of final competi- 
tions of the 8th Summer Games of USSR Nations. The final part of the games 
(the fifth phase) takes place in 1983. 


The program of the present games has expanded. For the first time representa- 
tives of hang gliding and combined games with service dogs will go to the 
games’ starting line. A total of 28 kinds of competition in technical and 
applied military sports are included in the program. 


The main feature of the 8th Summer Games of USSR Nations is the fact that they 
will be the most youthful of all preceding ones. The fact is that they 





organically include all-union games of schoolchildren and vocational-technical 
education students and the 3d All-Union Youth Sports Games. For the first time 
ten kinds of competition in technical and applied military sports are repre- 
sented in the program of the youth games. 


DOSAAF organizations now are faced with major tasks. Success of the Defense 
Society athletes’ performances will be assured if DOSAAF organizations in out- 
lying areas begin to work in close contact with trade union, Komsomol and 
sports organizations and the administration of enterprises, establishments, 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes and training institutions. This interworking is the key 
to attaining the goals which have been set. Organizational committees of the 
Games should be formed and begin operation in the very near future. They must 
include representatives of trade union, Komsomol, sports and economic organiza- 
tions and DOSAAF committees. Collective thought must be put into the calendar 
of future competitions, most expedient use of athletic facilities, conduct of 
interdepartmental contests, and the manning of composite teams. Joint decrees 
must be adopted on the conduct of the Games. 


Our sports federations have an important role to play in conducting starts of 
the Games. They are obligated to take a very active part in elaborating provi- 
sions for competitions, programs, aids, rules, norms and requirements and in 
making up composite teams and teams of judges, assigning the most qualified, 
authoritative and experienced arbiters capable of conducting responsible 

starts at a high level. Federations must participate actively in propagan- 
dizing the Games in the press and over radio and television. 


There are responsible tasks facing technical sport clubs, rifle sports clubs, 
aviation sports clubs, and DOSAAF joint technical, automobile, radio and naval 
schools. They are called upon to be base points of DOSAAF committees in 
organizing and conducting sports activities under the plan of the Games. 


DOSAAF committees together with economic entities must provide for measures to 
create conditions for mass competitions and physical culture and sports activ- 
ities. They must place existing sports facilities in exemplary order and 
establish supervision over the work of sports installations, over their out- 
fitting with up-to-date equipment, the layout of courses, preparation of 
inventory--creation of the entire physical and technical base of the Games. 


Every competition and every activity in defense sports work mist serve as an 
important means for ideological-political and indoctrinational work. They must 
be used for broad propaganda of the many-sided work of DOSAAF and of technical 
and applied military sports. 


The 8th Summer Games of USSR Nations are going to the starting line. They 
will be a new and important stage in mass defense and sports work, increasing 
the proficiency of athletes and developing technical and applied military 
sports. It is the duty of every DOSAAF member to contribute to success of the 
games of millions. 
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Role of DOSAAF in Military Training

[Text] Soviet citizens are struggling in an atmosphere of enormous political 
and labor enthusiasm to implement the historic resolutions of the 26th CPSU 
Congress. While engaged in peaceful, creative labor, they always remember the 
need to strengthen the Motherland's defense comprehensively. As was emphasized 
at the 26th CPSU Congress, the international situation obligates us to do this. 


The party and state are not losing sight for a single day of the problems of 
strengthening the defense might of the country and its Armed Forces. Under 
CPSU leadership we have created a mighty combat potential of the Soviet Armed 
Forces--a firm alloy of high technical outfitting, military proficiency and 
invincible morale. 


in steadily strengthening national defenses, the Communist Party attaches enor- 
mous importance to including broad masses of the people in active participation 
in military organizational development. The USSR Constitution states: “Defense 
of the socialist homeland is among the most important functions of the state 
and is a matter of the whole people." 


The All-Union Volunteer Society for Cooperation with the Army, Aviation and 
Fleet--USSR DOSAAF--is making a worthy contribution toward fulfilling Lenin's 
behests and the CPSU's requirements for a popular character of defense of the 
socialist homeland; toward including Soviet citizens in mastery of military 
affairs; and toward strengthening the unity of our people and their Armed 
Forces. 


The work of creating a defense organization of workers began under party lead- 
ership in the first years of Soviet power. The Military Science Society (VNO), 
subsequently renamed the Society for Assistance to Defense (0SO0), was formed in 
November 1920 with the direct participation of N. I. Podvoyskiy and K. Ye. 
Voroshilov. Somewhat later there appeared the Society of Friends of the Air 
Fleet (ODVF, March 1923) and the Society of Friends of Chemical Defense and the 
Chemical Industry (Dobrokhim, May 1924), which joined in May 1925 into a single 
organization--the Society of Friends of Aviation and Chemical Defense and 
Industry (USSR Aviakhim). By early 1927 Aviakhim had two million workers in 
its ranks and OSO had over 300,000. 


On 23 January 1927 a joint session of delegates of the Aviakhim congress and 
participants of the OSO TsS [Central Council] plenum made the decision to 

merge both societies into one under the designation Union of Societies of 
Friends of Defense and Aviation-Chemical Construction of the USSR (Osoaviakhim). 
Thus was formed a single mass organization of workers which in 1951 began to be 
called the All-Union Volunteer Society for Assistance to the Army, Aviation and 
Fleet. 


The Defense Society's work in military preparation of workers, especially the 
youth, was vigorous and many-sided. Mass military-patriotic activities were 
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conducted: weeks and ten-day periods of defense, agitation runs, flights and 
cruises. Military circles, detachments and shooting galleries were set up at 
enterprises, establishments and training institutions. 


At the call of the 9th Komsomol Congress, held in January 1931--"Komsomol men- 
ber, to your aircraft!"=--many thousands of young people expressed a desire to 
go into aviation. Osoaviakhim increased the network of aviation circles, 
glider stations and air clubs, where young boys and girls mastered military 
affairs without separation from production, many times over. 


"We never will forget," said USSR DOSAAF CC Chairman Triple Hero SU Mar Avn A. 
I. Pokryshkin at one meeting with the youth, “that it was from the flying 
fields of the Defense Society that we took the first steps into the expanses of 
the fifth ocean." The marshal recalled that the majority of pilots in the com- 
bined unit he commanded during the Great Patriotic War studied in air clubs and 
began with gliders or the small U-2 sports training aircraft. 


It is indicative that in the very first months of the war 7.2 million Osoavia- 
khim members, or over half of the Society's membership, left for the front on 
mobilization or voluntarily. The military and military-technical training they 
had received permitted them to act capably in fighting against the hated enemy. 


For example, the former chairman of the Putivl'skiy Rayon council of Osoavia- 
khim and later Hero SU Maj Gen Semen Vasil'yevich Rudnev became one of the out- 
standing leadeis and organizers of the partisan movement. 


The high title of Hero of the Soviet Union was conferred on Defense Society 
students submariner I. Fisanovich, sniper L. Pavlichenko, division commander 
Maj Gen S. Rakhimov, squad commander Sgt Ya. Pavlov, and medical instructor 
MSgt M. Shcherbachenko, Pilots S. Kharlamov, who is now a colonel general avia- 
tion, N. Popova, M. Chechneva a.d others became Heroes of the Soviet Union-- 
over a thousand of the former cadets at Osoaviakhim air clubs. Many were 
recognized by receiving this title twice and famed aerial fighters A. Pokrysh- 
kin and 1. Kozhedub became Triple Heroes of the Soviet Union. 


The Society was awarded the Order of Red Banner in 1947 for services in 
strengthening national defense. 


The Defense Society continued its grand traditions in the postwar years: It 
improved its work in military-patriotic indoctrination of Soviet citizens and 
preparing young people for military service. There was a noticeable expansion 
in the network of circles and courses for study of automobiles, tractors, 
radio, telegraph and weapons. 


Speaking at the 4th All-Union Congress of the Society in February 1958, Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev gave high praise to DOSAAF's work. He remarked that in being 
called upon to strengthen our state's military might comprehensively, the 
Defense Society not only prepares combat reserves for the Soviet Armed Forces, 
but by all its activities it also contributes to a further consolidation of 
workers about the Communist Party and brings them up in a spirit of Soviet 
patriotism and utter dedication to the great cause of building communism in 
our country. The Society plays a large part in strengthening and developing 
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ties between Army and Navy personnel and workers of factories, plants, kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes. 


The Defense Society's action program under present conditions was the CPSU CC 
and USSR Council of Ministers decree dated 7 May 1966 entitled "On the Status 
and Measures for Improving Work of the All-Union Volunteer Society for Assist- 
ance to the Army, Aviation and Fleet (USSR DOSAAF)." This document precisely 
formulated the Defense Society's tasks. The main task is to assist actively 

in strengthening national defense and preparing workers to defend the socialist 
homeland. DOSAAF's entire many-sided work is aimed at accomplishing this. This 
permitted the Society to achieve new goals in the work of patriotic indoctrina- 
tion of the populace in the 1960's-1970's. 


The Motherland gave high praise to DOSAAF services. In January 1977 the 
Defense Society was awarded the Order of Lenin by Ukase of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet Presidium for the great contribution to developing mass defense work in 
the country and for preparing workers to defend the socialist homeland. The 
Motherland's highest award was presented to the Society at the 8th All-Union 
DOSAAF Congress, which defined tasks of defense organizations for implementing 
party plans and which outlined ways for improving patriotic, mass defense, 
training and sports work. 


Inspired by the trust and concern of the Communist Party and Soviet government, 
Defense Society members continue to build up efforts in further reinforcing the 
economic and defense potential of the socialist Motherland. It is with great 
enthusiasm that DOSAAF organizations are taking part in the nationwide social- 
ist competition under the motto "Implement resolutions of the 26th CPSU Con- 
gress!" 


As noted at the 6th Plenum of the USSR DOSAAF CC, held in March i981, which 
discussed DOSAAF tasks stemming from resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress and 
the report by CPSU CC General Secretary Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, there was a 
rise in the level of military-patriotic and mass organizational work of DOSAAF 
collectives and an increase in activeness of primary organizations. The work 
of many of them is becoming an indivisible part of the sociopolitical life of 
labor collectives.

Efforts are being aimed at connecting military- 
patriotic indoctrination and military-technical training into a single process 
and achieving an alloy of ideological persuasion of future soldiers and their 
practical readiness to defend the Motherland. 


The newspaper SOVETSKIY PATRIOT, an organ of the USSR DOSAAF CC; the journals 
VOYENNYYE ZNANIYA, KRYL'YA RODINY, ZA RULEM and RADIO, the printing of which 
exceeds five million copies; and Izdatel'stvo DOSAAF, which puts out over 200 
titles of books, pamphlets and visual agitation materials yearly, play an 
important role in the military-patriotic indoctrination of Soviet citizens. 


The work of preparing the youth for military service is being improved. The 
Defense Society is performing important tasks as an assistant and combat 
reserve of the USSR Armed Forces by exercising training methods leadership of 
basic military training of youths at training points and preparing specialists 
for the Army and Navy in their automobile, radiotechnical, naval and joint 
technical schools and air clubs. 


The work of DOSAAF organizations to train cadres in mass technical trades is of 
great applied military and national economic significance. In satisfying the 
needs of industrial enterprises, construction sites, kolkhozes, sovkhozes and 
establishments, the training organizations and technical sports clubs and 
courses prepare drivers of wheeled and tracked vehicles, radio operators, 
electricians, drivers and other specialists. Suffice it to say that 10.8 mil- 
lion specialists in masse technacal trades, including over six million motor 
transport drivers, were trained or retrained during the |0th Five-Year Plan. 
DOSAAF courses put out over 600,000 drivers annually in the most massive 
category--automobile enthusiasts. 


Technical and applied military sports hold an important place in the accomplish- 
ment of tasks set by the 26th CPSU Congress in the area of physical culture and 
sport. Their direction is the responsibility of DOSAAF. As a result of efforts 
by DOSAAF committees and organizations over 31 million persons in the country 
including 11 million schoolchildren regularly engage in aircraft, parachuting, 
glider, helicopter, automobile, motorcycle, motorboat, underwater, shooting, 
radiotechnical and other sports. Each year there are over one million competi- 
tions in which some 45 miliion persons participate.

athletes prepared. There were 673 world, European and all-union records set. 


Igor’ Sokolov, a student of the Ufa Petroleum Institute and a graduate of the 
Ufa Rifle Sports Club, became champion of the 22d Olympic Games in Moscow in 
“running boar™ shooting. 


The development and improvement of the physical-technical base of Society 
organizations has a favorable effect on the Defense Society's accomplishment of 
tasks assigned it. From year to year there is an increase in the number of 
DOSAAF clubs and military-technical training clubs as well as the provision of 
technical means of propaganda, film projectors, rediffusion centers, television 
sets, tape recorders and other gear to DOSAAF committees and DOSAAF training 
and sports organizations. 


Capital investments amounting to 342 million rubles have been assimilated in 
the country's Defense Society over the past five-year plan. This includes 
193 million rubles for capital construction. There were 1,030 different 
installations placed in operation. Over 60 percent of the total amount of 
funds was directed to construct‘on of buildings for training organizations. 
Entire training complexes now are being created. 


Success in the Defense Society's accomplishment of the tasks facing it is 
directly proportionate to the people who head its organizations. Therefore it 
is exceptionally important that the qualitative make-up of Society personnel 
improves continuously and their retraining, training and briefing is carried 
on successfully. The presentation of orders and medals to many Society workers 
was recognition of their services. 


In recent times alone the Order of Labor Red Banner has been conferred on 17 
persons, among whom are Armed Forces veterans G. Kustov, a deputy to the 
oblast soviet of people's deputies and chairman of Omskaya Oblast DOSAAF 
committee; B. Ivanov, chief of the Volgograd DOSAAF Automobile School of the 
city of Moscow; and Ye. Sorokin, a foreman at the DOSAAF Aviation Repair Plant. 
The Order of Friendship of Nations recognized the work of I. Sereda, an 
instructor of Frunzenskiy Rayon DOSAAF committee of the city of Kishinev, who 
is a famous pilot who received the high title of Hero of the Soviet Union for 
military exploits during the Great Patriotic War. 


Other Heroes of the Soviet Union head DOSAAF committees: V. Dzhandzhgava is 
chairman of the DOSAAF CC of Georgian SSR, K. Usenbekov is chairman of DOSAAF 
CC of Kirghiz SSR, I. Dubyaga is chairman of the DOSAAF committee of Leningrad 
and Leningradskaya Oblast, and there are others. 


Inspired by resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress and true to their patriotic 
duty, members of the Order of Lenin and Order of Red Banner All-Union Volun- 
teer Society for Assistance to the Army, Aviation and Fleet are striving to 
accomplish the tasks assigned them with high quality and effectiveness, to make 
their worthy contribution toward fulfilling the Communist Party's historic 
plans, and struggling even more vigorously to strengthen the Motherland's 
economic and defense might.

MILITARY SCHOOLS AND ACADEMIES 


READERS’ QUESTIONS ANSWERED ON FNTRANCE REQUIREMENTS

[Answers to readers’ questions by Maj Gen Tank Trps Yu. Servianov, of Main Per- 
sonnel Directorate of USSR Ministry of Defense: “Our Consultations: How Can We 
Enter School?")] 


[Text] Warrant officers A. Kostikov, N. Dashunin, S. Lepeshko 
and others asked the editors that question. At the editors’ 
request Maj Gen Tank Trps Yu. Servianov (USSR Ministry of 
Defense Main Personnel Directorate) answers questions 
involving procedures for warrant officers to enter military 
educational institutions and their training. 


Question: What are the main requirements for warrant officers wishing to enter 
military educational institutions? 


Answer: They have to possess high moral, political and job qualities, have a 
completed secondary education, be fit for training in military educational 
institutions by their state of health and successfully pass entrance exams. 


Warrant officers are accepted in military educational institutions at an age of 
no more than 23 years. They must serve at least two years in positions of 
warrant officers or officers. 


Question: What documents are submitted by those desiring to enter military edu- 
cational institutions? 


Answer: An application is submitted through command channels no later than 

1 December of the year preceding year of entry. Attached to it is a document 
on secondary education, party reference (for CPSU members and candidate mem- 
bers) or Komsomol reference (for Komsomol members), and three certified photo- 
graphs (without headgear, 4.5x6 cm in size). The decision on admission to 
exams and time of arrival at the exam location is announced by 15 March through 
appropriate staffs and personnel entities. 


Question: Are candidates for military educational institutions given time to 
prepare for entrance exams? 


Answer: Yes, two evenings a week on duty days. They are relieved of command 
classes in order to prepare for exams on their own. They are not sent on long 
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TDY's and where poasible are not assigned to details on days off and holidays. 
Regular leave is granted in the first half-year. 


Question: What benefits and advantages do warrant officers have in entering 
military educational institutions? 


Answer: Those who successfully completefirst or subsequent courses of civilian 
universities in specialties corresponding to the profile of a given school 
(with grades of “good” or “outstanding”) and who meet other requirements for 
entrance to military educational institutions can be enrolled without entrance 
exams. Warrant officers decorated with USSR orders and medals for personal 
exploits or for high results in combat and political training are accepted 
without competition on receiving positive grades in entrance exams. 


Question: Can warrant officers train by correspondence in military educational 
institutions? 


Answer: They can in faculties (departments) of correspondence-course training 
of miliary institutes and higher military schools (except departments of 
correspondence-course training of higher command and military-political 
schools). Persons who have served as warrant officers for at least three 
years and who are not over 27 years of age are accepted for correspondence- 
course studies. Those who have not gone on to on-campus training after compe- 
tition are accepted for correspondence-course training if there are vacancies 
without retaking the exams and with the consent of the military unit command- 
ers. 


Question: Can warrant officers who have completed civilian higher educational 
institutions or who are studying there by correspondence enter military educa- 
tional institutions? 


Answer: Those who have completed higher civilian educational institutions or 
who are studying in them by correspondence can be accepted in military educa- 
tional institutions with consideration of the extent to which curricula of the 
civilian universities correspond to training programs in the chosen specialty. 
The acceptance commission determines how to test them and in which course to 
enroll them. 


uestlion: What terms of training are set for warrant officers in military edu- 
cational institutions? 


Answer: Five years in military institutes, military engineering schools and 
engineering faculties; four years in military command schools and military- 
political schools, and three years in the Omsk Higher Combined-Arms Command 
School imeni M. V. Frunze, the Chelyabinsk Higher Tank Command School imeni 
Oth Anniversary of the Great October, the Odessa Higher Artillery Command 
School imeni M. V. Frunze, the Tyumen’ Higher Military-Engineering Command 
School imeni Mar Engr Trps A. I. Proshlyakov, the Vol'sk Higher Military School 
ot the Rear imeni Leninist Komsomol, the Novocherkassk Higher Military Command 
Signal Schoo! imeni Mar SU V. D. Sokolovskiy, and where special groups have 
been formed for warrant officer . 
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Question: What is the official status of warrant officers training in military 
educational institutions? 


Answer: “Cadet,” but the military rank conferred on them previously is retained. 
After the first year of training they are released from staying in the barracks 
and are provided with monetary allowances, clothing, food and living space (or 
dormitories) in conformity with documents in force.
